E WHEN 
the Granite State was home to one of the most 
reactionary political cultures in the country.

Gun Control 


Re-arming DC 


Senators want to pack heat in capital 


As a US Senator from Texas, Kay Bailey 

Hutchison splits time between her home 
state, where she is allowed to own practically 
any weapon invented and can even carry a 
concealed handgun, and the District of Co- 
lumbia, where she can’t even keep a .357 
Magnum in her house. For 12 years she has 
managed to abide this without complaint, 
but apparently she’s had enough. In May, she 
filed a bill to overturn DC’s gun-control laws, 
and this week she indicated that she has 
more than 30 co-sponsors and intends to push 
it to the floor for a vote in the near future. 

The bill would, in one swoop, negate all 
the gun laws the district has adopted over the 
past 30 years, including pre-purchase crimi- 
nal-background checks and bans on semi- 
automatic weapons and cop-killer bullets. If 
it passes the Senate, it is expected to breeze 
through the House, which passed a similar 
bill last September. 

In the press release announcing the bill, 
Hutchison is quoted saying, apparently with- 
out irony: “The rights guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution do not end at the borders of Wash- 
ington, DC.” 

In fact, the bill is an example of the oppo- 
site: unlike everyone else in North America, 
DC residents can have their own local laws 
rewritten by a group — the US Congress — in 
which they cannot elect a voting member. 

Hutchison’s statement refers, of course, to 
the Second Amendment, which makes the 


quote doubly ironic; the bill is relevant only 
because the constitutionality of DC’s gun 
laws has been upheld against challenges 
sponsored by the National Rifle Association 
and the Cato Institute. 

The mayor, police commissioner, city 
council chair, and virtually every other Wash- 
ington politician have spoken out against the 
bill. Meanwhile, crime in DC is declining un- 
der the current laws. Homicides dropped 20 
percent in Washington last year to a 20-year 
low, and are down another 17 percent so far 
this year. 

“It would really be hard to find a more 
unified consensus behind any policy stronger 
than the one behind gun control” in the dis- 
trict, says Casey Anderson, spokesperson for 
the Washington-based Coalition To Stop Gun 
Violence — except, perhaps, for opposition to 
congressional meddling in DC home rule. 

All of which has nothing to do with 
whether it becomes law. “This bill is primari- 
ly designed to allow Republican members of 
the House and Senate to pose as gun-rights 
fundamentalists for the benefit of their base,” 
says Anderson. 

“One would hope that the Congress would 
have better things to worry about than flood- 
ing the nation’s capital with guns,” says Sean 
Tenner, chairman of DC for Democracy, 
which lobbies for DC-statehood rights. “ 
I’ve been wrong before.”

Michael Potvin 


He’s the keytar-strapped half of the 

synth-pop duo Cassette. He books “Elec- 
trosocial,” a biweekly indie dance night at 
Central Square’s ZuZu, and spins dance-punk 
records under the pseudonym DJ MicL PTVN. 
He messes with samplers and keyboards for 
an electro-dance-rock band, Lovewhip, and 
makes stickers of mustachioed Italian 
producer/electronica cult hero Giorgio Mo- 
roder. And when he’s not fussing with his 
drum machine, Michael Potvin is brazing to- 
gether road bicycles out of trash-picked parts. 
“I guess I have a crazy work ethic,” says the 
twentysomething native Vermonter over 
lunch at the Middle East restaurant. “I just 
keep myself busy — impossibly.” 

Dressed in rolled-up black pants, orange 
socks stretched almost to his knees, and with 
two wristfuls of plastic bracelets, the dim- 
pled-chin Boston University grad later 
gave a grand tour of the home- 
made bicycles that litter his 
two-bedroom Central 
Square apartment. In 
one corner is a beach- 
cruiser model rigged 
with iPod-ready speak 
ers; in another is a ba 
nana-seated low-rider called 
Long Dong, named for its spindly 
handlebars salvaged from a junk-pile 
NordicTrack. Downstairs in the basement 
— among countless heaps of tires, chain 
stays, and greasy bolts — sits a half-built bike 
with a wooden kitchen chair for a seat. “We 
want to have the ass interface be really com- 
fortable,” explains Potvin, pointing out the 
chariot-like fixture. Stepping between wheels 
and handlebars, he sighs, “I was going to 
clean up, but this is part of the charm.” 

Potvin and his roc7: nate Nick have been 
building road bikes ana homegrown choppers 
for a couple of years. Last year, they even sold 
a handful for between $80 to $300. In the fu- 
ture, they’ll be experimenting with more in- 
genious designs, like a gasoline-powered bi- 
cycle and cargo-carrying rider that could 
transport Potvin’s DJ equipment to gigs. 
Potvin’s still in the “research” part of the pro- 
duction on these; he’ll probably remain so 
until Nick returns, since he works best in 
pairs. “Working in duos is so much better 
than working solo,” he says. “It helps to have 
someone to motivate me — that’s why I like 
music so much.” 

And music is what consumes the rest of 
Potvin’s time. Although he’s worked “a multi- 
tude of shitty jobs” since his 2002 college gradua- 
tion, including stints at a liquor store, a “shady” 
Allston inn, and a temp agency, Potvin insists, 
“I can’t really hold a 4o-hour-a-week job because 
I’m too crazy, too, like, lunatic.” (He also spent 
time at a bike shop, which wasn’t ideal because 
it sold mainly mountain bikes: “The problem is 
usually the stupid people who ride them.”)

If you’re asking whether it’s possible to make a practical nuclear 
bomb small and light enough to carry around one-handed ina 
Teletubbies lunch box, the answer is probably not. However, if 
we expand the menu of mininuke-deliver ems to include, 
say, a bowling-ball bag or, better yet, a garden-variety wheeled 
suitcase, I wouldn’t rule anything out. And if we conjure up 
what in my opinion is an entirely plausible scenario with a guy 
in a parking-meter-service uniform pulling an ashcan-size two- 
wheeled coin vault through busy downtown streets at rush hour 
— well, I'll make the usual disclaimer about the proper compo- 
nents not being easy to come by, etc. Strictly from the stand 
point of design feasibility, though, piece of cake. 

While the active ingredients in a nuclear bomb are plenty 
heavy, they’re not in the neutron-star range, as you seem to 
think. Gold, uranium, and plutonium all weigh around 19 to 20 
grams per cubic centimeter (10 to 11 ounces per cubic inch), com 
pared to about eight g/cc for iron. It doesn’t take much fissile 
material to make a bomb — on the order of 10 kilograms of plu- 
tonium, a roughly grapefruit-size sphere. You'll also want a 
“shaped charge” of conventional explosives to compress the plu- 
tonium to critical mass, plus a few other precisely engineered 
but not especially bulky items. One thing you won’t need is 
massive lead shielding to ensure the delivery person lives long e- 
nough to reach ground zero — prior to detonation, plutonium 
and uranium don’t emit significant amounts of ionizing radia- 
tion, one reason a suitcase nuke wouldn’t be easy to detect. 
What would the thing weigh, all told? Possibly as little as 30 k- 
ilograms, or 66 pounds. 

Guesswork, you say. True, but fairly educated guesswork. Our 
most recent glimpse at the state of the art in portable-A-bomb 
design was furnished by the late Russian general Alexander 
Lebed, who in 1997 claimed that 100 or so Russian tactical nu- 
clear bormbinos couldn’t be accounted for. Lebed said each device 
measured about Go x 4o x 20 centimeters (24 x 16 x 8 inches, suit- 
case-size in my book) and would explode with a force roughly e- 
qual to 1000 tons of TNT. Kremlin spokesmen roundly denied 
all, including the little bombs’ existence. A US device called the 
special atomic demolition munition (SADM), reportedly de- 
ployed in various configurations during the ’60s, supposedly 
had a shipping weight of about 160 pounds, which is more like a 
dishwasher than a suitcase, but when assembled and ready for 
use may have been in the 50-to-60-pound range. 

Not to worry, the experts say: the suitcase-nuke threat is ex- 
aggerated — if any were actually out there, given the global sur- 
plus of fanatics, by now they'd surely have been used. Producing 
weapons-grade uranium and plutonium is a huge industrial op- 
eration requiring skills and equipment not easily concealed; 
even the craziest terrorist knows there are easier ways to make 
things go boom. Despite what alarmists would have you believe, 
you can’t just buy 10 kilos of P-239 on the Tashkent black market 
and get a recipe from alt.nukes.made.simple. To which the pes- 
simist, knowing that we’re inevitably headed toward a more 
nuke-dependent world as other energy sources dry up, can only

Thompson is the leader of 
Jubilee Christian Church, situated on Blue Hill 
Avenue in Mattapan, just north of the Milton 
border. On Sunday mornings, the cars turning 
into Jubilee’s parking lot grind traffic to a halt. 
Close to 1500 people routinely attend Thomp- 
son’s services. And with approximately 7000 
members, Jubilee has the biggest congregation 
of any black church in greater Boston. 
Thompson's influence goes even further. 
He recently became president of the Black Min- 
isterial Alliance (BMA), an organization that 
represents Boston’s black clergy and (indirect- 
ly) the 20,000-some members of the churches 
they lead. Furthermore, as the gay-marriage 
battle has continued to rage on Beacon Hill, 
Thompson has served as the BMA’s designated 
attack dog on the issue. When State Senator 
Dianne Wilkerson, who is African-American, 
spoke out in favor of gay marriage last year, 
Thompson condemned her for endorsing “a 
radical sexual agenda that will destroy the 
family as it now exists.” And just last week — 
when Mitt Romney endorsed a proposed state 
constitutional amendment that would ban gay 
marriages without creating civil unions -

Party has shown a keen interest in forging 
links with African-American clergy. Thus 
far, the payoff has been small; in 2004, 
Bush received only 11 percent of the African 
American vote. But there may be more 
substantial gains in the future, especially 
given the ongoing gay-marriage debate and 
the president’s “faith-based initiative” pro- 
gram, which has steered millions of dollars 
to black churches. “The Republican Party 

is taking the initiative to engage the black 
religious community in conversation, and 
they’re prepared to do it in a way that is 
respectful more than paternalistic,” says 
the Reverend Charles Stith, a former minis- 
ter at Boston’s Union United Methodist 
Church who served as Bill Clinton’s ambas- 
sador to Tanzania. “I think the Democratic 
Party is really blowing an opportunity in 
that it’s not doing the kind of outreach that 
it ought to do.” 

In short, it would be foolish for Deval 
Patrick to expect Bishop Thompson’s endorse- 
ment, But Thompson may be gearing up to 
actively oppose Patrick’s candidacy. Last 
week, a few days before the bishop appeared 
with Romney at the State House, a rumor be- 
gan circulating among Democratic insiders 
and close observers of Boston’s black political 
scene: Thompson — with Patrick’s sister, 
Rhonda, who attends Jubilee, sitting in the 
audience — had allegedly condemned Patrick 
in a recent sermon. 

The Phoenix has been unable to confirm 
precisely what Thompson said. Patrick’s 
spokesperson, Kahlil Byrd, doesn’t deny 
the incident, but refuses to repeat Thomp- 
son’s comments, Patrick’s sister doesn’t de 
ny it either, but balks at recalling Thomp- 
son’s words. Thompson declined comment 
for this story, and Jubilee Christian would 
not make any other church representative 
available for comment. The alleged remarks 
may have come in Thompson’s May 22 ser- 
mon — titled “Judgment Begins in the 
House” — which inveighed against stem- 
cell research and gay marriage. Ona

A HOUSE DIVIDED 

To hurt Patrick, Thompson could urge Ju 
bilee’s members not to support his cam- 
paign. He could lobby behind the scenes with 
his colleagues in the BMA, or work to high 
light the gay-marriage issue heading into 
2005. And if Patrick gets the nomination, 
Thompson could chisel away at his base by 
cozying up to Romney or whomever the Re- 
publicans nominate. 

If so, Bositis thinks any damage to Patrick 
would be minimal. “I would think that 
African-Americans in Massachusetts would 
be proud to have a serious black candidate 
running for statewide office, and probably 
would support him pretty strongly,” | 
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trasts African 
American support of the various state amend 
ments banning gay marriage on the ballot in 
2004 — most of which received overwhelming 
African-American support — with Bush’s poor 
showing among the black electorate 

In a recent interview with the Phoenix, a 
source close to Patrick cautioned against 
conflating Thompson with the BMA asa 
whole. “He doesn’t speak for the whole 
BMA,” this source said. “And in fact, this is 
probably a situation where he’s getting out 
in front of a lot of the ministers, and that is 
troubling to a lot of people... . There are a lot 
of people in the community who want to see 
Deval Patrick in office, and this issue is not 
the central one in their minds.” (Patrick re- 
sponded to questions about Thompson’s al- 
leged comments by issuing a statement that 
read, in part: “I believe in the principle of 
equality before the law, including in the case 
of marriage. I respect that others may have 
different opinions on marriage equality. 
Those who seek to divide us will inevitably 
concentrate on those differences.” 

Even so, Joyce Ferriabough — a veteran po 
litical consultant and Patrick backer — seems 
troubled by the current situation. “I’d be sur 
prised and saddened if someone of Bishop 
Thompson's caliber, or if any of the ministers 
[at Jubilee], publicly denigrated Patrick over 
an issue that isn’t a priority in the black com 
munity,” she says. 

Thompson, though, may be more interested 
in promoting himself than in demonstrating 
race-based solidarity. In his sermons, he often 
speaks of leading a religious revival that will be- 
gin in New England and sweep the world, and 
exhorts his congregants to make their collective 
mark on history. “Say it with me,” he urged 
during a recent service. “Impact a generation. 
Leave a legacy.” Playing kingmaker in the gover 
nor’s election would be a good way to start. ©

Where’s 
the evidence?

the trial strategy. You’ve even considered 
whether to accept a plea deal. 

Suddenly, the District Attorney’s Office an- 
nounces that oh, by the way, we just found an 
inch-thick stack of police reports we never gave 
you — as well as three surveillance videotapes 
of the crime-scene area that we told you didn’t 
exist. Sorry. See you in court! 

This just happened to four defendants 
whose trial for the 2003 murder of Jose Deveiga 
was scheduled to start on May 31. (Due to fur- 
ther late evidence disclosures, the trial has now 
been postponed, probably until November.) 
Amazingly, it was no anomaly. 

A Phoenix review has found that in seven of 
the nine murder cases investigated by the 
Boston Police Department and tried in Suffolk 
County Superior Court to date this year, 
significant, previously undisclosed evidence 
came to light often just days before trial. Last 
October, a supposedly nonexistent surveillance 
video surfaced in another case — during the trial. 

Are the cops deliberately hiding evidence 
from prosecutors, who are then unable to tum 
it over to defense attorneys? In most instances, 
probably not. It looks as if something much 
simpler, and perhaps more disturbing, is tak 
ing place at the BPD homicide unit: alarming 















levels of sloppiness, disorder, and disorganiza- 
tion. At any given time, the lead detective ona 
murder case may have no idea where all the 
case materials are; what reports and crime-lab 
test results should have been completed; what 
the prosecutor has and hasn't seen; and even, 
apparently, whether anybody has watched sur- 
veillance videotapes, if available. In the De- 
veiga case, Detective Dennis Harris claimed 
that surveillance tapes from the murder scene 
showed no relevant activity, but the Phoenix has 
learned that when Suffolk County assistant dis- 
trict attorney (ADA) Patrick Haggan asked to 
view the tapes last month, he discovered that 
the BPD doesn’t even have a machine capable of 
playing them. Since Harris had no way of see- 
ing the tapes, he could not possibly have 
known whether they were relevant. 
Constitutional law and Massachusetts court 
rules dictate that the District Attorney’s Office 
must turn over to defense attorneys a wide vari- 
ety of materials — including anything poten- 
tially helpful to the defense — within a few 
months of a suspect’s arraignment, so the de- 
fense has time to conduct an investigation and 
prepare its case. After all, at that point the state 
has pretty much wrapped up its investigation, 
but the defendant’s is only beginning — and

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that is a long process of finding witnesses, con- 
sulting with experts, and running lab tests, all 
of which starts with the state’s materials. The 
prosecutor even signs an agreement specifying 
a disclosure-deadline date. But the disorder in 
the BPD homicide unit has made a mockery of 
that requirement. Consider: 

© In March, Cordell Jones was tried for the 
2002 murder of Sydney Pope. The day before 
the trial began, an officer’s notes surfaced 
from a witness interview that was conducted 
just after the murder — and that corroborated 
Jones’s version of events and contradicted the 
prosecution's. 

© Just before the March trial of Kenji Drayton 
and Levino Williams for the 2001 murder of 
Michael Green, police disclosed crime-scene 
fingerprint evidence that helped convict Dray- 
ton. Shortly before that, they turned over the 
photos they showed to the key witness in the 
case more than three years earlier — and which 
the defense had specifically asked for as early as 
October 2002, in hopes of challenging the wit- 
nhess’s identification of the defendant. 

© Days before Daniel Tran’s scheduled trial 
last month for the 2001 murder of Vincent Ngo, 
defense attorney Eileen Agnes was given, for 
the first time, a police report written the morn- 
ing after the murder, when Tran reported the 
altercation with Ngo. 

© In the two weeks leading up to the February 
7 murder trial of Isaac Wallace, prosecutors 
came forward three separate times with materi 
al that had been in police possession for more 
than two years, but that was never disclosed by 
Sergeant Detective Daniel Downey: police notes 
from a photo-array identification and interview 
with the key witness; ballistics reports; anda 
document from the state crime laboratory. 

With Shaun Jenkins’s murder trial scheduled 
to begin on Monday, April 11, defense attorney 
Steve Weymouth received “a package of reports” 
from the DA’s Office on Saturday, April 9. 
© More than a year and a half after Recardo 
Robinson's death, Detective James Wyse 
found and turned over a tape of a 911 call in 
which a witness to the shooting gave a de 
scription of the perpetrator that did not 
match defendant Leon Robinson, who was 
tried for the murder last month. 
© Last October, during the trial of Aderito Bar- 
bosa and John Monteiro for the 2001 murder of 
Geoffrey Douglas on aT platform, Detective 
Harris came forward with MBTA surveillance 
video purportedly showing the two suspects 
leaving the shooting area, an important source 
of investigative leads. 

“This is a statewide problem,” says An- 
drew Good, a veteran defense attorney with 
Good & Cormier, in Boston. “Document con- 
trol in the context of multiple investigations 
going on is a very difficult task. It’s apparent 
that police departments across the state don’t 
have the problem solved.” 

The problem may be statewide, but it car- 
ries special weight for Boston’s homicide 
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unit, which handles a third of the state’s 
murder investigations.

Instead, the attorneys barely 
had time to watch the tape before the jury did. 

These 11th-hour revelations infuriate defense 
attorneys — “trial by ambush,” as one calls it. 
But it frustrates prosecutors as well, and should 
infuriate anyone who wants the bad guys locked 
up. Last October, days before Timothy Deal 
went on trial for murdering William Woods, 
Suffolk County ADA Tim Bradl stumbled upon a 
blockbuster: a BPD crime-lab report from three 
years earlier that identified blood on a pair of 
Deal’s Adidas sneakers. For three years, Bradl 
and the detectives were unaware that this piece 
of paper, in the BPD’s offices, indicated blood 
had been found on Deal's shoes. Had they 
known, they would have sent the blood for DNA 
testing. By the time Bradl saw the report it was 
too late, and he ended up not using the sneak- 
ers as evidence in the trial. 

Of course, if Bradl had kept closer track of 
the case himself, he might have seen the report 
much earlier. As recently as the 1990s, Suffolk 
County homicide prosecutors worked alongside 
BPD detectives from day one of a case. An assis- 
tant district attorney would get roused from 
bed, join the detective at the crime scene, and 
stick with that case in a close advisory role as 
part of the investigative team. Today, with 
their workloads ballooning — Suffolk County 
district attorney Daniel F. Conley, in a letter 
printed in the Phoenix last fall, described the 
caseloads of his 15 homicide prosecutors as 
“ridiculously high” and “overwhelming” — 
prosecutors can’t be as involved. These days, 
Suffolk County prosecutors sit down with BPD 
detectives just before trial to make sure they’ve 
seen all the relevant material — and time after 
time, they come across something new. 

That’s exactly what happened in the Deveiga 
case, when ADA Haggan met with Detectives 
Dennis Harris and Daniel Keeler in early May, 
in the BPD’s homicide unit on the second floor 
of One Schroeder Plaza. According to an 
affidavit that Harris submitted to Judge Mar- 
garet Hinkle, this was the first time that the de- 
tectives met with Haggan to review documents 
related to the Deveiga trial, which was due to 
start later that month. According to Harris, at 
that meeting he and Keeler showed Haggan two 
accordion files — one of which, it turned out, 
was filled with material Haggan had never 
seen, including three surveillance videotapes 
from local businesses that might show the 
crime scene, or at least people coming and go- 
ing from the scene, and handwritten notes 
mentioning the tapes. 

Harris claims that he personally collected 
the tapes, one from a gas station and. two from 
a Pine Street Inn facility, the day after Deveiga’s 
death, on April 29, 2003. “I have no idea why 
the tapes were not turned over” for the next 
two years, Harris wrote. 

If evidence that important could be floating 
around in BPD headquarters at Schroeder Plaza 
— evidence that might help free the innocent, 
convict the guilty, or move forward an open in- 
vestigation — what else might be lost? 

“From a defense point of view, that’s just in- 
excusable,” says Jack King, public-affairs direc- 
tor for the Washington, DC-based National As- 
sociation of Criminal Defense Lawyers. King 
says that police departments nationwide are us- 
ing off-the-shelf document-tracking software 
marketed just for police; the International As- 
sociation of Chiefs of Police maintains a grow- 
ing list of these product vendors. 

While many other urban police depart- 
ments have implemented records-management 
software, Boston’s doesn’t even maintain basic 
procedures for ensuring that all case documents 
end up in one place. Nor does the BPD keep ma- 
terial for individual cases together in one place 
—a file drawer, say. There are no checklists to

A REPORT REVEALS THE SINS THAT 


Stephan Cowans spent seven 
years behind bars for a crime 
he did not commit: shooting 
a police officer. Even after 
newly tested DNA evidence 
led to a reversal of his convic- 
tion in January 2004, the 
Suffolk County District 
Attorney's Office remained 
convinced of Cowans’s guilt, 
and initially promised to re- 
try him. After all, said David 
Meier, head of homicide pros- 
ecutions, Cowans’s thumb 
print was right there on a 
glass the shooter drank from 
after the shooting. 

In fact, as Meier soon 
learned, the print did not 
match Cowans's. In fact, it did 
not come close to matching, 
despite the trial testimony of 
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no indictments. It also 


make sure borrowed documents get returned. 
There isn’t even a system officers are supposed to 
use: BPD spokesperson Thomas Sexton says on- 
ly that “each officer is responsible” for keeping 
track of documents in his or her cases. With 
fewer than 20 investigators in the unit and sev- 
eral hundred ongoing cases at various stages, 
that’s a lot to keep tabs on. 

For a typical homicide case, reports may 
come from neighborhood station officers, 
forensics labs, the ballistics team, the gang 
unit, the Chief Medical Examiner’s Office, 
emergency medical services, and elsewhere. 
Sometimes these reports go directly from the 
source to the prosecutor; other times, to the 
homicide detective. It’s easy to see how things 
could slip through the cracks. “That’s some- 
thing we’re working on,” concedes David Proco- 
pio, spokesperson for the Suffolk County DA. 

For the time being, however, neither the 
DA's Office nor the BPD has any system for 
tracking what comes in and what goes out; so, 
if a report hasn’t been submitted or gets sent to 
the wrong place, nobody knows it’s missing. 
For example, every officer at the scene of a 
homicide investigation must submit a report. 
But nobody compiles a list of those officers’ 
names to check off as their reports are collected 
by the detective, sent to the prosecutor, and 
sent to the defense. One officer’s report on the 
death in East Boston of Leonard Rosenberg, dat- 
ed June 15, 2001, first made it to Boston defense 
attorney Peter Krupp, who was defending Peter 
Granara in the case, in November 2003. In the 
report, the officer wrote that he recognized the 
victim’s car, in which the body was found, and 
knew where he normally saw the vehicle. This 
information, if received in a timely way, could 
have helped the defense locate people who 
knew Rosenberg and could shed light on the 
circumstances surrounding his death. 

Yet the official word from DA Conley’s office 
is that this is perfectly acceptable. “When you 
have so much material collected, and when 
those investigators are working so many cases, I 
think it’s fairly natural that as a case is getting 
close to its turn at trial, you’ll find that not 
every single item that should have been turned 
over, has been,” says Procopio. 

That’s all the more troubling given that the 
District Attorney’s Office bears the legal re- 
sponsibility for discovery. In practice, however, 
Suffolk County prosecutors rely on the lead de- 
tective to compile and forward relevant docu- 
ments to them. So BPD detectives are effective- 
ly making legal decisions about what does and 
doesn’t fall under discovery — and they aren’t 
lawyers. “We rely on the detectives’ adherence 
to the rules of disclosure,” says Procopio. 

That’s unacceptable, says Jamie Sultan, an 
attorney representing one of the Deveiga-case 
defendants. “If documents are subpoenaed from 
a health-care provider, you don’t have a doctor 
deciding what should be disclosed. You have a

legal department making those decisions.’ 

In fact, Procopio chalks up the Deveiga-mur 
der surveillance-video snafu to this. “My under 
standing is that detectives were aware of them 
{the videotapes], but believed they were not of 
evidentiary value.” (How they determined this 
value without a machine to watch the tapes is 
another unanswered question. 

“In Boston, the police don’t take orders from 
the DA,” Sultan says. “The DA has ca 
jole them, and say ‘Pretty please, can look 
into your files and give us what’s in there?’” 

The DA has to take responsibility for let 
ting that happen, says defense attorney An- 
drew Good. “One of the dimensions of this 
problem is the extent that prosecutors dele- 
gate the decisions to the police department,” 
Good says. “Then the prosecutors say, ‘It’s not 
me, it’s the police department. I turned it 
over as soon as I saw it.’” 

“The prosecutor has an obligation to review 
everything and decide what should and should 
n't be disclosed,” says attorney Peter Krupp. 
“It’s not clear that they are taking that obliga- 
tion seriously.” 


TUNNEL VISION 

At least twice in recent years, documents in 
detectives’ possession came to light long after 
trial. Three years after Donnell Johnson’s 1996 
murder conviction, a police report of an initial 
interview, in which Johnson offered an alibi, 
surfaced. Similarly, Kareem Tyler and Ryan 
Samuels were convicted of murder in 1997, 
and only much later did detectives turn over a 
report saying that a witness had identified 
someone else from a photo array. Johnson has 
since been exonerated; Tyler and Samuels 
were granted new trials, and pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter last year. 

Some critics say that one reason detectives 
lose track of documents is that once they home 
in on their suspect, they pay little attention to 
potential evidence that doesn’t fit their theory 
of the case. “It’s just incredible. They just focus 
on their theory,” says one defense attorney, 
who received several old documents concerning 
other leads, as one of his recent cases neared 
trial. “They didn’t explore this, they didn’t ex- 
plore that, and they did very little to preserve 
the information.” 

In fact, several defense attorneys say, BPD 
detectives often do little or nothing to preserve 
such information at all. Court documents show 
that three days before last fall’s trial of James 
Bush for the murder of three-year-old Malik 
Andrade-Percival, the prosecutor informed 
Bush’s attorney, Rosemary Scapicchio, of a cru- 
cial anonymous tip provided early in the inves- 
tigation to Detective Robert Merner. Neither 
Merner nor Harris, to whom he passed the tip, 
ever wrote it down. 

Something similar happened in the Febru- 
ary 2000 investigation of the murder of Mary

Even information detectives do record in 
written notes is not always kept — although 
that is due to change. Suffolk Superior Court 
has just revised its rules and now requires dis- 
closure of officers’ handwritten notes as part 
of discovery. Previously, this was optional — 
and, because it’s unpopular among detec- 
tives, rarely done. 

In fact, police officers have testified during 
murder trials that they routinely throw away 
handwritten notes after typing their official re- 
ports; Harris testified about this last month 
during the trial of Bobby Robinson, according 
to Robinson’s attorney, Bruce Carroll. Defense 
attorneys contend that without the originals, 
they have no way of knowing whether all infor- 
mation from the written notes made it into the 
official report. When defense attorney Michael 
Bourbeau has had the opportunity to compare, 
he says, “in almost every incident, the notes 
have included information that has not been in 
the official report.” 

With preservation of notes now mandated 
by Superior Court rules, that problem should 
stop. To Good, this is the kind of court inter- 
vention needed to clean up the current system. 
“The court can reach all the way into the police 
department to prescribe changes, if that’s 
what is needed to ensure the integrity of evi- 
dence,” he says. Judges, usually loath to take 
that kind of action, might feel compelled if 
this recent string of late disclosures continues. 
The goal, a fair trial using all the evidence, is 
one that all those concerned about criminal 
justice should agreeon. ©

into the agenda of the party Howard Dean 
calls the preserve of white Christians who 
“all behave the same.” It turns out that many 
among the GOP faithful want to breathe 
fresh air, drink clean water, and put the 
brakes on global warming, just like pro- 
choice, gay-marrying liberals do. Is this the 


» wave of the political future? Don’t bet the 


farm on it, but, at the very least, two time- 
tested political maxims — first, that liberal 
Democrats are the sole guardians of environ- 
mentalism, and second, that Republicans 
are either indifferent or outright hostile to 
environmental issues — may be on the verge 
of collapse. 

While George W. Bush commands fiercely 
partisan obedience to the party line, there 
are signs that he’s alienating some among 
the GOP coalition: NRA-supporting outdoors- 
man, who insist on open space and clean air 
and water; moderate Republicans who hark 
back to the days when “conservation” was a 
logical extension of conservatism; young Re- 
publicans who, like most young people ac- 
cording to numerous polls, place environ- 
mental issues high on their list of political

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concerns; and even evangelicals, who call 
“creation care” their biblical duty. On top of 
all this, a combination of national polls and 
local initiatives shows that conservative vot- 
ers never rejected environmentalism the way 
their political leaders did. 

At the same time, liberal environmental- 
ists are going through something like a crisis 
of the soul. In January, after environmental 
organizations poured millions of dollars and 
significant manpower into November's presi- 
dential election, yet failed to get the result 
they desired, strategists Michael Shellen- 
berger and Ted Nordhaus wrote a ground- 
breaking essay, “The Death of Environmen- 
talism,” that stirred the community to its 
core. In it, they suggest that the entire envi- 
ronmental movement is stuck in a deep rut: 
“Environmental groups have spent the last 
40 years defining themselves against conser- 
vative values like cost-benefit accounting, 
smaller government, fewer regulations, and 
free trade, without ever articulating a coher- 
ent morality we can call our own.” Activists 
have poured too much energy into technical 
(and often insufficient) policies, they write, 


withe 


and not enough into molding an underlying 
political message. 

There’s something to the political as- 
sumptions, of course. After a spate of 1970s- 
era environmental regulations — many 
signed by Richard Nixon — a chasm emerged 
as Democratic politicians (and a handful of 
moderate, mostly Northeastern Republicans) 
took the lead on green issues, and their con- 
servative counterparts moved to the right. By 
the ’80s, some among the Democrats’ left 
wing had even made environmental steward- 
ship the spiritual foundation of their poli- 
tics; later, Al Gore made such issues a center- 
piece of his 2000 presidential bid. For their 
part, anti-regulation Republican lawmakers, 
first during the Reagan administration and 
even more so during Newt Gingrich’s con- 
gressional reign, aligned themselves with in- 
dustry interests — and grew more powerful 
at the expense of environmental protections. 
George W. Bush has pushed that agenda even 
further, weakening existing protections, 
largely ignoring global warming, and agitat- 
ing to drill for oil in Alaska’s Arctic National 
Wildlife Refuge. 

But take a look at where things stand to- 
day. With Bush facing lame-duck status, 
congressional Republicans with moderate 
leanings are beginning to get their sea legs, 
as evidenced by the so-called Gang of 14 judi- 
cial-filibuster compromise and the House’s 
recent approval of $100 million for stem-cell 
research. Is it possible, then, that the two 
sides could find common ground? Can the 
red states turn green? 


THE LONG VIEW 

Last November, 111 communities — both 
blue and red — in 25 states passed $11 billion 
in conservation ballot measures, according 
to the Trust for Public Land, a national or 
ganization. “Republicans and conservatives 
are much greener than their leadership in 
state and federal government,” says Keith 
Schneider, deputy director of the Michigan 
Land Use Institute. “Smart Growth appears 
to be transcending partisanship,” he wrote 
last December, referring to transit and de- 
velopment initiatives that preserve land, 
ease pollution, and win bipartisan support.

Finneran’s wake 


US ATTORNEY MICHAEL SULLIVAN IS RIDING HIGH ON THE FORMER 
HOUSE SPEAKER'S PERJURY INDICTMENT. TOO BAD IT’S MISGUIDED.

e, the story seems driven by chance, 
an unusual cast of characters thrown 
r by fate: a federal judge in love with 
wer and legal prowess; a politically 
ief federal prosecutor; and an au 
lative leader. But although the 
)lades in media circles, US Attor 
»y Michael Sullivan may have a considerably 
larder time getting a conviction from a jury of 
2 ordinary citizens, who will be more con 
red with rendering justice than with satis- 
fying personal or political agendas. 

Finneran’s indictment stems from his tes 
timony in a 2002 lawsuit brought by the 
Black Political Task Force (BPTF). The group 
claimed that a Massachusetts redistricting 
plan discriminated against African-American 

ns by concentrating black voters in too 
ing districts. Then-Speaker Finneran 
denied that he had detailed involvement in 
e plan before it was disseminated to House 
2mbers. After a three-judge panel over 

1ed the plan, Sullivan ostensibly felt com 

lled to indict Finneran.

personal styles of both Sullivan and Judge 
Bruce Selya, who wrote the BPTF opinion, 
shows that neither man was impartial or 
savvy with regard to the former Speaker’s 
delicate position while testifying about the 
redistricting plan. 


TRUTH OR CONSEQUENCES 


Perjury is one of the harder federal crimes to 
prosecute, which is one reason it is rarely 
brought for an alleged lie in a civil proceeding 
such as the BPTF trial. For one thing, the lie 
must be shown to be clear and direct. It is not 
enough that the witness’s statements were 
vague, somewhat misleading, or “cute” — that 
is, intentionally narrow, relying on word 
games and on the failure of a questioner to pin 
him or her down. Equally important, the lie 
has to be shown to be material — that is, clearly 
relevant to the issue in the proceeding. In the 
Finneran prosecution, the feds will likely have 
trouble on both scores. 

Sullivan alleges that Finneran lied when 
he denied participating in the redistricting 
process, Before the plan was distributed to his 
colleagues, according to the indictment, 
Finnéran “met with the House Chairman 

Representative Thomas M. Petrolati] and oth 
ers for the purpose of reviewing a redistricting 
plan.” At that meeting “Finneran reviewed a 
redistricting plan... and... provided com 
ments and instruction as to how two districts 
should be merged ...” On the surface, the in 
dictment seems planted on solid ground: after 
all, anyone who knows the powerful former 
Speaker would find it hard to believe that he’d 
allow his handpicked committee chairman, 
Petrolati, to proceed in something as politically 


charged as the redistricting process wit 
the Speaker’s involvement. 

Sullivan’s case rests on what he claims were 
Finneran’s clear and categorical denials. Trou 
ble is, the testimony reveals a witness who, 
out of a need to exhibit diplomacy toward fel 
low House members so as not to make them 
appear to be his puppets, felt obligated to in 
terpret every question in the narrowest possi 
ble way. However, at points in his testimony 
conveniently not mentioned in the indict 
ment, Finneran did confess to monitoring the 
redistricting, and even to having made certain 
strategic decisions that affected its outcome 
At one point Finneran even admitted that he 
arranged to have his friend and long-time 
confidant, attorney Lawrence DiCara, “provide 
counsel, legal guidance on all legal matters 
that might arise” from the redistricting plan 
A short time later, Finneran admitted having 
conversations about the plan with Petrolati. 
Both men, Finneran implied, served as his in 
termediaries during the process. Finneran 
even made the crucial admission that he 
learned, before the redistricting plan was pre 
sented to the House, that it would create a new 
district with a majority of racial-minority vot 
ers; that he learned this from DiCara; and that 
he conveyed to DiCara his approval. It will be 
hard to get a jury to ignore these concessions 
and buy Sullivan’s claim that Finneran flat-out 
denied knowledge and involvement. 

Finneran is alleged to have denied, for ex 
ample, “reviewing” the draft redistricting 
plan. But while one person might think that 
“reviewing” a plan means merely skimming 
it, another might think it connotes a more 
thorough reading. The nature of both the ques 
tion and the answer gives a perjury defendant 
what lawyers call “wiggle room” to convince a 
jury that the answer, taken literally and nar 
rowly, was not a falsehood. It may not be ad 
mirable for a witness, particularly an impor 
tant public figure, to play such word games, 
but it is doubtful that Finneran will be convict 
ed for attempting to downplay, while not denying 
entirely, the realities of his leadership position. 

In the end, Finneran hedged, but did not 
categorically deny his power and participation 
in the redistricting process. That complicates 
Sullivan’s perjury charge and may very well 
wreck his case. Finneran’s denials and admis 
sions were carefully calculated. He was deter 
mined, despite some evidence to the contrary, 
to avoid giving the impression that he pulled 
puppet strings while a powerless House 
danced. But, in light of what he did admit, is 
this really perjury? 

Another crucial issue at Finneran’s trial will 
be whether his alleged lies affected an issue ma 
terial to the outcome of the redistricting litiga- 
tion. As the three-judge federal court recog- 
nized, “to prevail under this statute [the Voting 
Rights Act], plaintiffs need not establish that 
the Legislature acted with a discriminatory pur 
pose” — rather, it is necessary to prove only that 
the plan had a discriminatory effect. The court 
concluded that this “relieved” the plaintiffs “of 
the burden of proving intentional discrimina- 
tion.” As a consequence, what Finneran knew 
or intended — and, indeed, the intent of the 
House itself — regarding the redistricting plan 
should have been wholly irrelevant to the

outcome of the redistricting trial, and hence not 
material. In fact, what really decided the redis- 
tricting case was the testimony of expert wit 
nesses and statisticians who persuaded the 
judges that the outcome of the redistricting had 
a negative effect on the ability of black voters “to 
participate in the political process and elect can- 
didates of their choice.” African-American citi 
zens, the court correctly concluded, were super 
packed into fewer electo making it 
more difficult for t vin more 
House seats. Furth , Finneran’s partial

FATAL FOOTNOTE 

So why would Sullivan indict Finneran? Let’s 


ignore for the mom 
and the general consensus that Finneran’s 
head would give the US attorney a boost on 
his path to electoral power. Sullivan may have 
been swayed by Selya’s remarkably judgmen- 
tal but politically naive language in the trial 
opinion — something for which the judge is 
well known, It is not unusu 
al to see Selya gratuitously 
criticize, in sarcastic and 
sometimes grandiloquent 
fashion, a party or witness 
He has earned a reputation 
for tossing around both his 
power and trademark one 
hundred-dollar words, and 
the BPTF opinion is no excep 
tion. He noted, for example, 

“the parties’ plenitudinous sub 
missions” rather than sim 
ply numerous filings. We’re 
told that in a major voting 
rights case “the Supreme 
Court limned three threshold 
conditions” instead of sim 
ply outlined. Well, you get 
the point. 

Early in his opinion, Selya 
observed that the House Re 
districting Committee “was 
content to leave the heavy lift- 
ing to Finneran” as well as to 
Petrolati, the committee chair 
designated by Finneran. 
“Finneran and Petrolati,” 
Selya concluded, “kept the 
process on a short leash.” That 
was followed by a fatal footnote, the kind of 
gratuitous, overstated slap for which the judge 
has become infamous: “Although Speaker 
Finneran denied any involvement in the rédis- 
tricting process,” Selya wrote, “the circumstan- 
tial evidence strongly suggests the opposite 
conclusion. For one thing, he handpicked the 
members of the Committee and placed Petrolati 
at the helm. For another thing, he ensured that 
the Committee hired his boyhood friend and 
long-time political collaborator, Lawrence 
DiCara, as his principal functionary. Last — 
but far from least — Finneran’s in-house coun 
sel, John Stefanini, had the Maptitude [redis- 
tricting] software installed on his computer in 
the Speaker’s office suite and was one of only 
four legislative staffers who received training 
in how to use the software.” 

Denied any involvement? Hardly. Finneran, like 
most figures in his position, preferred to be 
demure rather than speak bluntly about his 
power over fellow House members. He was 
supposed to be a House leader, after all, nota 
puppeteer. But, crucially, the wily former 
Speaker, being under oath, took care not to de- 
ny his influential role entirely — he walked a 
thin line, but he likely did not commit perjury. 

But Judge Selya was determinedly tone- 
deaf to such nuances. His hostility was visi- 
bly unrestrained during Finneran’s testimo- 
ny, and he barely disguised his belief that 
the former Speaker was being dishonest. At 
one point, the plaintiffs’ lawyer asked 
Finneran if he’d read a particular article in 
the Boston Globe. Finneran said that he had 
“some doubt” whether he did. This prompt- 
ed Selya to pick a fight with the witness:

“Well, why do you have some doubt?” he in- 
terrupted. “Because, frankly, it strikes me 
as unusual that someone in your position 
wouldn’t read coverage in a major daily 
newspaper in Boston about ongoing matters 
in the legislature.” Finneran responded, un 
derstandably, that sometimes it was “physi 
cally impossible to get to them. That’s all.” 
Selya also got into a revealing scuffle with 
Finneran about his influence over the ap 
pointment of House committee chairs 
Finneran admitted only to “recommending 
chairmen for final approval by the House 
Selya, visibly annoyed by Finneran’s effort t 
understate his power, jumped in to inquire 
whether the House had ever actually rejected 
any of the Speaker’s recommendati

but also minimizes the visibility of his own 
exercise of power so as not to publicly demean 
his fellow House members. At one point Selya 
even criticized the brevity of House and Sen- 
ate debates, as if he did not know that muct 
legislative work — including marshaling 
votes for key appointments — is done behind 
the scenes. 

Selya took every opportu 
nity to puncture Finneran’s 
credibility, and when the 
opinion was released, it 
was eagerly exploited by 

the former Speaker's crit 
ics. Selya’s footnote in par 
ticular caught the eye of at 
least two critics, namely 
Pamela H. Wilmot, execu- 
tive director of Common 
Cause, the government-re 
form advocacy group, and 
Jeanne M. Kempthorne, a 
former federal prosecutor 
who worked with the or- 
ganization in seeking to 
persuade US 
Attorney Sullivan — her 
former boss — to bring the 
perjury charge. 


GLASS HOUSES 

Given the merits of his case, 
Sullivan is unlikely to prevail 
unless he pressures Finneran 
into accepting a plea bar- 
gain. Sullivan has many 
weapons at his disposal for 
applying such pressure, not the least of which 
is his power to recommend that if Finneran 
pleads guilty, the judge refrain from imposing 
a prison term. But Sullivan’s power to indict (it 
is rightly said that a federal prosecutor can get 
a grand jury to indict a ham sandwich) and to 
pressure Finneran into a plea bargain is not the 
standard by which a federal prosecutor is sup- 
posed to decide whether to charge a citizen. 
Besides, the former Speaker’s legendary 
toughness might well thwart any effort to 
pressure him into pleading guilty. 

Sullivan may have made a grave political as 
well as legal miscalculation. Finneran is ina 
good position to defeat him, all because Sulli- 
van took the opinionated rants of a self-impor- 
tant and politically naive judge to heart. The 
US attorney is also vulnerable to charges of 
hypocrisy and poor judgment, thanks to his 
highly protective attitude toward one of his 
own assistants, recently found by federal 
judge Mark Wolf to have engaged in — get this 
— perjury and obstruction of justice in the 
case of alleged Mafia member Vincent Ferrara 
(see “ ‘Animal’ Crackers,” News and Features, 
June 17). Sullivan’s failure to clean his own 
house, combined with his thumbless grasp — 
following Selya — of how House business is 
conducted, may send him spiraling into polit- 
ical oblivion, with the distant echo of Tom 
Finneran’s cackle ringing in hisears. ©

Dizzying Heights 


Merchant Ivory crashes the Big Apple

All the world’s a stage. At least, that’s the 
conclusion I reached not long into 28-year-old 
freshman director Chris Terrio’s Heights, the 
latest film in the Merchant Ivory canon (and 
one of the last; see below), and their first to 
be set in the Big Apple since Slaves of New York 
20 years ago. 

As if to drive this point home, Oscar-win- 
ning Diana Lee (Glenn Close), legendary diva 
of the stage and screen, chews up the scenery 
as she chews out her Juilliard master-class 
students, threatening to derail the film be- 
fore it’s had a chance to get going. Berating 
her timid disciples with overwrought declara- 
tions like “We’re not people of fire — we’re 
tap water; we don’t know how to be people of 
passion!”, she’s more Cruella De Vil than Nor- 
ma Desmond. 

As Diana steps backstage, however, the 
first cracks begin to form in her public 
facade. In the five seconds it takes her to don 
her coat, Close quietly conveys with her eyes 
that perhaps Diana doesn’t believe a word of 
what she just said. 

Over the next 24 hours, Heights will explore 
this public-versus-private theme to devastat- 
ing effect, as five loosely connected charac- 
ters shed the masks they’ve constructed, ex- 
posing hidden secrets and the little lies we all 
tell. Diana’s pampered daughter Isabel (Eliza- 
beth Banks, giving a star-making role the 
right bemused detachment) is a promising 
photographer who seems content to shoot 
weddings and is just the self-absorbed sort to 
turn down career-making assignments from 
the New York Times Magazine. She has her own 
upcoming wedding, after all, and “there’s 
planning, string quartets,” and at least one 
major surprise. Isabel’s fiancé, successful at- 
torney Jonathan (James Marsden), seems less 
concerned about marrying a “shiksa” than 
about tiie voice-mail messages being left at 
his home and office that he’s not returning. 

Meanwhile, Peter (John Light), a non- 
threatening British journalist, arrives in 
town to research a Vanity Fair article timed to 
coincide with the opening of an exhibition of 
male nudes by world-class photographer and 
gay Casanova Benjamin Stone. We don’t see 
Benjamin, but he’s present in the descrip- 
tions of Peter’s interviewees, Benjamin’s pho- 
to subjects and discarded lovers: “Satan’s sec- 
ond coming, like the Marquis de Sade” or 
“Like Leni Riefenstahl: great artist but...” 
Discarded lover Jeremy (singer Rufus Wain- 
wright) tells Peter, “The man’s a sick fuck to 
send you out on an errand like this.” Given 
that Peter is Benjamin’s current plaything, 
one is hard pressed to disagree. 


A few blocks away, Alec (Jesse Bradford), a 
struggling actor of the Fringe Festival variety, 
stands poised to break a leg (and a few hearts) 
as he auditions for a breakthrough role. He’s 
taken aback when he realizes that the play is 
to be directed by Diana Lee and even more dis- 
concerted when she inyites him to accompany 
her to her birthday party that evening. She in 
turn is disconcerted by his apparent disinter- 


est — and that’s before it dawns on her that 
her husband is in love with her understudy. 
Contrived? Well, yes. But the arch screen- 
play (greatly expanded by newcomer Amy Fox 
from her one-act, three-character play, with 
additional material by Terrio) doesn’t back 
down — one character at Diana’s party pro- 


claims: “six degrees of separation? More like 
two, when it comes to New York!” With an 
outstanding cast that also includes Eric Bo- 
gosian, Michael Murphy, Isabella Rossellini, 
and George Segal, the film skews closer to 


Robert Altman (who trod familiar Merchant 
Ivory territory with 2001's Cosford Park) than to 
Paul Haggis’s Crash, feeling less like a ham- 
mer to the head than a fist to the heart. In

MERCHANT OF MAGIC 


A director and his actors pay tribute 


On May 25, producer Ismail 
Merchant passed away at the 
young age of 68, ending a per- 
sonal and professional part- 
nership with James Ivory that 
lasted 44 years. That Merchant 
Ivory still has a few projects 
slated for release (including 
this fall’s The White 
Countess, with Ralph Fi- 
ennes) is a fitting testament 
to a producer some claimed 
could “levitate an elephant” to 
get a film made. Indeed, 
without Merchant’s behind- 
the-scenes magic, it’s doubt- 
ful that many of Merchant 
Ivory’s films could have got 
funded. In Boston to promote 
Heights, director Chris Terrio 
has to choke back the tears. “I 
can’t say enough good about 
Ismail Merchant. To me, Is- 
mail is forever my hero. My 
benefactor. I was in film 
school at the University of 
Southern California, and just 
through a lot of luck, I gota 
job as James Ivory’s research 
assistant on The Golden Bowl.” 

“Is that the Uma Thurman 
one?” asks Pittsfield native 
Elizabeth Banks, the relative 
newcomer (“I’ve been the 
‘next big thing’ for, like, three 
years”) who plays Glenn 
Close’s daughter. 

“Who knows? Only three 
people saw it!” Terrio 
shoots back. 

ladmit that I didn’t. “Ex- 


actly, you’re not one of the 
three. But because my back- 
ground at Harvard was in liter- 
ature, especially English mod- 
ernism, my job was to go off 
and find an Edith Wharton 
short story where I could read 
about” — he affects a mild 
British accent —“being a lady 
in international society, and 
so I did that over the summer 
in film school. When I got out, 
I needed a job, and Ismail and 
Jim hired me to do the ‘behind 
the scenes’ on Le Divorce, and 
Glenn Close happened to be in 
that.

Bujalski took a 
Best Screenwriting Award for 
the concerto of half-sen 
tences, hesitations, falter 
ings, questionings, and con- 
fusions that marked the dia- 
logue of his sterling new Mutu- 
al Appreciation. The Teen Jury 
Award for Best Picture went to Susan Buice 
(from Framingham) and Arin Crumley for 
their genial Four-Eyed Monsters, an autobio- 


graphical fictional piece about the awkward, 


tenuous, monumentally inarticulate 
courtship of the mid-2os filmmakers, who 
live and work together in Brooklyn. 

At a Newport party, a bemused Bujalski 


envisioned the subtitling problems present- 


ed by Mutual Appreciation’s wall-to-wall mud- 
dled talk that . . . you know, uh, starts one 
way and... whatever. . . There are 50 
lines of Bujalski dialogue for every one in 
the obstinately laconic Four-Eyed Monsters.

tures, notes, and doodles. Those se- 
quences replicated several mute months 
in the actual dating of Buice and Crumley. 
Even mumbling was verboten. 

The Teen Jury? It’s a Newport special, 
an outreach program that I’m proud to re- 
port I’ve been involved with for four festi- 
vals. I’m the critic-in-residence who su- 
pervises a shifting group of students, ages 
14 to 17, plucked out of Middletown High 
School in the nearby 
Rhode Island town. They 
watch a group of feature- 
length films and, in an al- 
ways heated and passion- 
ate meeting at the end, 
choose a winner. 

This year’s smart, 
clever, inspired debate 
lasted two and a half hours. The kids 
watch the same pool of pictures the adult 
juries did; there’s no censorship, no 
shielding of sensitive minds. But every- 
thing becomes okay for them to see, I be- 
lieve, within the context of discussions 
and grown-up mentoring. The kids came 
through! I’ll be back in 2006. 

Newport is not a particularly artsy or 
intellectual town; its intereste are yacht- 
ing and genealogy and gardening, not Go- 
dard. Past festivals have found the locals 
forgoing the challenging fare and sticking 
to the feel-rosy English-language narra- 
tives. This year, however, Rhode Islanders 
finally arrived in numbers. Laurie Kirby, a 
well-regarded sports and entertainment 
lawyer with Newport roots, has become 
the fest’s savvy executive director. Pro- 
gram director Sky Sitney (okay, she’s from 
the Big Apple) designed an excellent line- 
up, including in the mix a handful of doc- 
umentaries — Murderball, for one — with 
obvious audience appeal. Crowds packed 
screenings of such engaging non-fictions 
as Stolen, a documentary about the Isabella 
Gardner Museum robbery, The Real Dirt on 
Farmer John, a winning tale of a non-con- 
formist eco-farmer, and The Beauty Academy 
of Kabul, a sweet saga of American women 
going to post-Taliban Afghanistan to start 
a hair salon to train and employ Muslim 
women. Post-feminism? Pre-feminism? 
Harvard grad Liz Mermin’s film makes the 
challenging case that in the context of 
Afghan sexist oppression a lady can be- 
come empowered by giving perms. 

This year’s Claiborne Pell Award for Life- 
time Achievement went to comic actor 
Michael McKean, who was Lenny on Laverne 
and Shirley and became somewhat immortal 
as Nigel, This Is Spinal Tap’s befuddled lead 
singer. “We’ve spent great time laughing 
together,” said fellow Tap member Harry 
Shearer in tribute, “which makes the sex- 
ual demands almost bearable.” ©

Reviewing Grand Theft Auto: San Andreas up- 

on its long-awaited debut on Xbox and PC 
is a lot like Fox’s trying to cover the World Se- 
ries last year. People have had eight months to 
absorb the PlayStation 2 original, just as 
everyone and their grandfathers knew the Sox 
hadn’t won in 86 years. So how to avoid com- 
ing across like an even more repetitive and ob- 
noxious Tim McCarver when discussing the 
newest “Best Reason To Own an Xbox?” 

Should I talk about how San Andreas 
is three times bigger than its enor- 
mous predecessor, Vice City? How 
there are 11 radio stations to choose 
from with cuts ranging from “Green 
Onions” to “Welcome to the Jungle” 
to the classic “Mamas Don’t Let Your 
Babies Grow Up To Be Cowboys”? Or ~ 
how San Andreas gives the opportu- 
nity to hit the weights or the burger 
stand whenever you feel like it? 

If that’s all there were to Rockstar’s 
latest epic, then dropping another 50 
bucks on either new version would 
seem like overkill — and overkill is 
what you'll be doing in pitting one 
lowly G against the fictional state of 
San Andreas. But what you'll find 
when you step into the green lowtops 
of Carl “CJ” Johnson is an operatic sto- 
ry that’s part Boyz N the Hood and part 
West Side Story, with the series’s char- 
acteristic, toilet humor and innuendo intact. 

At first, you may feel the urge to explore 
the game’s enormous landscape and experi- 
ence the distant horizons and smoother 
controls for yourself, but beware: you will 
probably die. There’s no hand holding in 
San Andreas, and aside from a few early in- 
structional missions, you’re on your own to 
discover C)’s limits and capabilities — and 
the game’s. 

Unlike what goes down in Grand Theft Auto III 
or Vice City, you begin your stay in San Andreas 
unable to do anything particularly cool. You 
can’t just hop in a car and expect it to handle 
tightly, or start firing into a crowd of purple- , 
clad ballers and expect to hit anything except 
the side of a barn door. You need to earn re- 


spect in San Andreas, dog, and that goes for 
your driving and shooting skills, too. In this 
way, San Andreas strays from the sandbox-style 
mayhem of the past games and inches closer to 
the depth of an RPG. 

Those of you who played San Andreas on the 
PS2 will notice the quicker load times, sharper 
character rendering, and smoother camera 
controls, this last most noticeable during driv- 
ing mode. Accessed through the right toggle 

stick, the camera swings around your 
vehicle effortlessly, allowing for 
greater recognition of your surround- 
ings. etail of the neighborhoods 
is certainly richer on Xbox, and pro- 
vided you can afford the horsepower, 
the PC version offers by far the most 
striking graphics. Although it’s still 
hard to read street signs as you zoom 
by them, you won't need to rely on 
the map for directions; instead, you’ll 
be able to see your upcoming turn 
blocks before you get there. Coupled 
with an analog trigger controlling the 
accelerator, this amounts to the most 
enjoyable, balls-out driving experi- 
ence in the G 
The new versions allow for user- 
modified play lists whereby you can 
upload your favorite MP3s and create 
your own in-game radio station. 
Whereas this would certainly benefit 
games with lousy soundtracks, like the entire 
EA Sports line, part of the fun of San Andreas is 
the eclectic song selection. Also new to the PC 
and Xbox versions is a 30-second replay func- 
tion that allows you to savor that wicked sweet 
stunt you just pulled in your BF Injector. Alas, 
the replay function works less well when you're 
viewing your shooting sprees, and that’s sort of 
a downer given the missed opportunity to see 
heads exploding from every angle. 

With cheap but limp imitators like NARC 
flooding the retail stores, passing on the latest 
Grand Theft Auto title would be a crime as big as 
any you'll find in the game. There’s cussing 
and killing galore, but underneath it all, San An- 
dreas has a sobering message: mamas, don’t let 
your babies grow up to be ballers. ©

A semi-enchanted evening in Gloucester 


BY CAROLYN CLAY 


I don’t know that it’s a grand night for 

singing in Gloucester, where former 
Broadway in Boston president Tony McLean 
has marshaled five sturdy sets of tonsils for 
the Rodgers & Hammerstein compilation A 
Grand Night for Singing (at Gloucester Stage 
Company through June 26). But it’s a pretty 
good night for singing some pretty grand 
songs by the pioneering duo who drove their 
musical surrey from Oklahoma to the South 
Pacific. This Tony-nominated revue of tunes 
from R&H shows both iconic and obscure 
was conceived by director Walter Bobbie and 
first performed in 1993. And as filled with 
melodic warhorses as it is, it does saddle 
some with new meaning. “How do you solve 
a problem like Maria?” is asked not by an ex- 
asperated mother abbess but by a perplexed 
young man in love. Indeed, love in its many 
permutations is the now-melancholy, now- 
giddy glue holding the enterprise together. 

McLean has devised a simple, fluid stag- 
ing‘in which his quintet drifts, sometimes 
solo or in pairs, sometimes in circles, occa- 
sionally in full ballroom or vaudeville mode, 
on a star-doodled stage before a white lat- 
tice-work pavilion housing a six-man band 
sprightly led by musical director Michael 
Kreutz. Although McLean sometimes re- 
sorts to movement cliché, he takes advan- 
tage of the intimate space, offering sincere 
singers making little effort to sell a song. 
And even if one occasionally yearns for a 
full-out Robert Goulet moment, it’s pleas- 
ant to hear the natural voice — or voices — 
in the service of Rodgers’s 
oft-ravishing tunes. 

Of the singers, first 
among equals is Maureen 
Brennan, a 1974 Tony nom- 
inee for her Cunegonde in 
Candide who now lives in 
Stoneham. She has the 
roundest, most operatic 
tone, and she appliés it to 
lustrous renditions of “If I 
Loved You” (Carousel) and 
“Something Wonderful” 

The King and!) and a jumpy, 
then swooning “It Might 
As Well Be Spring” (State 
Fair}; And she looks as pert 
as her younger counter 
parts, the most personable 
of whom is Sarah Corey, 
who brings edge and 
heartache to “The Gentle- 
man Is a Dope” (Allegro) and 
makes a joyous exhibition 
ofa mousy character’s on- 
stage transformation in 
“It’s Me” (Me and Juliet). 

Brendan McNab puts 
across “Honey Bun” (South 
Pacific) with Al Jolsonian 
panache but delivers the re- 
gret-laden “This Nearly Was 
Mine” (also South Pacific) 
with affecting piquancy. 

Kristen Vail is the lilting 
blonde ingénue, her diction 





as crisp as her look. She’s paired a lot with 
Boston Conservatory student Luke Hawkins, 
who’s the most tentative singer but gets to 
burn up the floor with his taps on “Kansas 
City” (Oklahoma!). More interesting are the 
pairings of songs, as when Corey’s “I Cain’t Say 
No” (Oklahoma!) is followed head-over-heels by 
Vail’s “A Wonderful Guy” (South Pacific). 

Ironies, however, abound. As the presi- 
dent of Broadway in Boston, McLean brought 
us Fiona Shaw in Medea and Sir Peter Hall’s As 
You Like It. His presence was missed last week 
when Drew Murphy, now head of the Clear 
Channel Entertainment division that oper- 
ates the Opera House and the Colonial and 
Wilbur Theatres, announced a 2005-2006 sea- 
son devoid of such highbrow pickings. The 
season promises just one play, the stage adap- 
tation of Mitch Albom’s inspirational book 
Tuesdays with Morrie, and most of the promised 
musicals are retreads. The year will bring 
Wicked and Little Women — The Musical, both new 
to Boston, along with a pre-Broadway en- 
gagement of Martin Short: If I'd Saved, I Wouldn't Be 
Here, which the star describes as “a satiric 
look at every one-man show that’s ever exist- 
ed.” And there are brief touchdowns by mega- 
magician David Copperfield and Matthew 
Bourne with his gender-bent 1995 reinvention 
of Swan Lake. But we’ll also see the umpteenth 
comings of Annie, Joseph and the Amazing Techni- 
color Dreamcoat, Hairspray, and Les Mis. McLean 
may have gone into the old-musical business 
himself, but at least with Rodgers & Ham- 
merstein he’s selling the best. ©

Richard Curtis’s surprising political romance 





LOVE AT THE G8 It works thanks to Bill Nighy and Kelly Macdonald. 


History is also the organization behind Bob 
Geldof’s Live 8 concerts and his calls for mass 
demonstrations in Scotland during the sum- 
mit. And the postuting seems to have 
worked. Last week, the G8 nations agreed to 
erase at least $40 billion worth of debt owed 
by the world’s 18 poorest nations. 

Curtis’s screenplay for The Girl in the Café sets 
an exquisitely tender love story against the 
global hardball of a (fictional) G8 summit in 
Reykjavik, Iceland. It shouldn’t work, but it 
does, beautifully, thanks to the shimmering 
performances of its leads, British character 
actor Bill Nighy and Scottish actress Kelly 
Macdonald. The elegantly wasted Nighy is 
best known in the US for his movie-stealing 
roles as an aging rock star in Love Actually and 
the eccentric Slartibartfast in The Hitchhiker's 
Guide to the Galaxy. Macdonald was in Cosford 
Park and Trainspotting, and she made a memo- 
rable appearance this season on Alias as a doc- 
tor with ties to the IRA. 

In The Girl in the Café, Nighy plays Lawrence, 
a pinstriped, fiftysomething civil servant in 
the ministry of finance. From the first word- 
less shots of the reserved Lawrence eating 
breakfast in his barren London apartment or 
hunched over policy papers in the corridors of 
power, we understand that this is a lonely 
man with nothing in his life but his work. 
One day, the soft-spoken Lawrence takes a 





coffee break in a crowded café and, looking 
around for an empty seat, makes a tentative 
yet spontaneous decision to sit down opposite 
a frumpy young woman huddled in a booth 
alone. Her name is Gina, she has a soft Scot- 
tish accent, and she seems a little too eager 
for the sound of another human voice. The 
two make shy, self-depreciating conversation, 
and Lawrence asks her for a date. In a fog of 
incredulity at his good fortune, he begins 
courting this sweet, patient, wry woman half 
his age. Soon, he makes the impolitic move of 
asking her to accompany him to Reykjavik for 
the G8 summit, where he’s to be part of the 
British delegation. 

As Lawrence opens up to Gina, we learn 
that he can’t quite believe he’s become the 
sort of man who writes reports on the world’s 
economic problems that are then read by bu- 
reaucrats and politicians whose ability to 
solve those problems is minimal. For the G8 
summit, he’s been preparing a report on AIDS 
and poverty in Africa. Gina listens solemnly 
to the statistics he quotes — a child dies every 
three seconds of conditions related to extreme 
poverty — and radiant purpose slowly lights 
her fine-boned features. She’s formulating a 
plan, but Lawrence doesn’t see it until it’s in 
motion. And he’s not prepared for the compli- 
cations and hard choices love will bring into 
his perfectly ordered world. 

Nighy, with his spidery limbs and swervy, 
Fred Astaire glide, emerges as a true romantic 
leading man here, evoking the poignant un- 
certainty of a someone untethering himself 
from reality for a blissful while. A scene of 
Lawrence gazing at himself in the mirror 
while shaving becomes, as Nighy plays it, a 
window into a middle-aged soul; he shakes 
his head slowly back and forth, a sheepish 
smile on his lips, as if to say, “What are you 
doing with her, you old fool?” Curtis unfolds 
the love story of Lawrence and Gina with 
grace and restraint; their delicate connection 
haunts you long after the movie is over. And, 
surprise, so does the film’s political element 
Curtis conveys the importance of the G8 sum 

mit and what’s at stake there without preach 
ing; director David Yates renders the summit 
scenes with thrilling urgency. As he showed 
in the acclaimed BBC America conspiracy 
thriller State of Play, Yates is particularly adept 
at shaping torrents of complicated dialogue 
and thorny plot into fluid visual storytelling. 
He moves from TV to the big screen next year 
to direct a higher-profile conspiracy thriller 
Harry Potter and the Order of the Phoenix. 

The G8 nations’ agreeing to provide debt 
relief doesn’t really take the wind out of the 
movie’s rhetorical sails. Curtis is on more 
than one crusade. He feels the eyes of his 
countrypeople upon him, and in his recent 
films, he depicts an England pure of soul and 
noble of spirit, breaking the bonds of poodle 
servitude. In a bombastic scene from Love Actu- 
ally, Prime Minister Hugh Grant told Presi- 
dent Billy Bob Thornton to, in effect, kiss his 
independent English arse. In The Girl in the Café, 
a fictional British finance minister takes a 
similar, though infinitely more articulate and 
reasoned, stand with his American counter- 

part. But it’s Gina’s small, persistent chirp of 
passion that’s most likely to prick viewers’ 
consciences. TheGirl in the Café is a moral movie 
but not a sanctimonious one; its lead charac- 
ters are quietly and believably moved by com- 
passion for suffering that’s taking place a 
world away. After all the glib platitudes of his 
previous romantic comedies, this is the 
Richard Curtis movie that convinces you of 
the power of love. ©

Heather King sobers up

Eighteen years ago, National Public Radio 
commentator Heather King was an alco- 
holic’s alcoholic, if you can imagine that as a 
compliment: a genuine drunk. At least, she 
thought she was genuine. The drunk part 
was too real. 

As she tells it in Parched, it was love at first 
beer, a compulsion that took hold of her “in 
stantaneously and completely.” Halfway 
through the bottle that launched a 20-year 
drinking career, “I was transformed. . . . it 
was a laugh-fest and a love-in.” That honey 
moon was brief. “Later still, I insulted every- 
one, got sick, and blacked out.” But all she 
wanted to know the next day was when she 
could do it again. 

By her early 30s, King, who’d grown up in 
New Hampshire, was living like a Bowery 
bum: sharing a cruddy Causeway Street 
rooming house with staggering old men, 
showing up faithfully at the dive around the 
corner every morning for first call, sleeping 
around. In the middle of all this, she went to 
Suffolk Law School, graduated with honors, 
and passed the Massachusetts bar exam. And 
then she went on drinking for a couple of 
years. 

King creates a laugh fest and a love-in 
without crashing the good vibe by insulting 
the reader. Parched is loaded with jokes and 
wicked anecdotes that claim few victims oth- 
er than herself. Her sense of what it was to be

o be the only derelict at the 
bar in the morning who was a licensed attor 
ney, but the shame and guilt of squandering 
her advantages was murder. She’d gotten 
straight A’s with little effort and was a Na- 
tional Honor Society scholar and a technicali- 
ty’s hair’s breadth from a Phi Beta Kappa key 
in spite of partying her way through seven 
years of college. Her notion of herself as 
unique made her life an always-extreme act. 
Not everyone could pull off drunkenness like 
this: if she was going to be fucked up, she 
was going all the way. As vivid and detailed 
as it is, Parched is a big-picture kind of mem- 
oir, literary and complete. 

King cherished a few great, long-term 
friendships (and she makes them wonderful 
supporting characters in her memoir), but 
she didn’t want to be part of any club. Even 
the punk-rock scene — which included her 
brother Joe and his band, the now-famous 
Queers — involved “too much of an organized 
attitude and lifestyle for me,” she explains 
over the phone from her home in Los Ange- 
les, “I just wanted to get bombed. I just want- 
ed to throw down shots of Wild Turkey. I sup- 
pose this was, somewhat, the ‘nostalgie de la 
boue,’ as the French say, this glamorization of 
the mud, but really, it was what I knew. My 
father was a construction worker. His con- 
struction-worker friends drove up to our 
house and drank beer in the breezeway. I just 
loved that: the chatting, telling jokes, mak- 
ing fun of each other, but in an affectionate 
way, and that’s still my highest ideal in life — 
sitting around with people and laughing.” 

Parched is neither lecture nor confession, 
but King does include the material details. Her

t might not be a rediscovery on the order 
of finding Aeschylus’s lost Oedipus trilogy 
or Shakespeare’s missing Love's Labour's 
Won, but the Boston Early Music Festi- 
val’s retrieval and reconstruction of Ham- 

burg composer Johann Mattheson’s never-per- 

formed 1710 opera Boris Goudenow is a living, 
breathing example of a form that too often 
over the ensuing 295 years has been DOA at 
the opera house, overstuffed in sets and cos- 
tumes and avoirdupois, inert in performance, 
and overpriced at the box office. Boris does 
everything an opera should: it sings (vocalists 
and orchestra members), it acts, it dances. 

It’s not popular entertainment on the order of 

U2 or Star Wars, but it’s hugely entertaining. 

No surprise that after the four concerts here 

in town last week it’s going on to Tanglewood 

this weekend (June 24 and 25) and then 

Moscow and St. Petersburg. One wonders 

whether London, Paris, Hamburg, Vienna, 

and Milan won't also be calling. 

Readers of a certain age will remember 
Boris Badenov as the villain fr he Bullwinkle 
Show. His prototype, Boris Godunov, ruled 
Russia from 1598 until his death in 160s. (If 
you want to pronounce his name the Russian 
rather than the Rocky way, it’s Bah-REES 
Gah-doo-NOFF.) Boris’s reign 
tioned but ill-starred, rec

epileptic Dmitri, back in 1591; False Dmitris

Mussorgsky’s troubled 1869-1874 opera depicts 
Boris as a Macbeth figure whose guilt does 
him in. (In for a kopeck, or a ruble: it’s 
Mah-DYEST MOO-sorsky.) There’s no men- 
tion of Dmitri in Mattheson’s opera; his Boris 
is a nobleman trying to maneuver past rival 
claimants to the throne while assorted ro- 
mantic intrigues play out around him. 
Mattheson himself had left the Hamburg 
Opera in 1705, after a duel with Handel, and 
it seems he didn’t even offer Boris Goudenow for 
production there. The opera has two subti- 
tles, “The Throne Gained Through Cunning” 
and “The Happy Union of Duty and Love”; Pe- 
ter the Great, then building St. Petersburg, 
might have taken offense at the first. The 
manuscript barely escaped the World War II 
bombing of Hamburg; it wound up in Arme- 
nia and wasn’t returned until 1998 — where- 
upon it came to the attention of BEMF direc- 
tors Paul O’Dette and Stephen Stubbs. 

More As You Like It than Macbeth, Matthe- 
son’s macaronic Boris (some arias in German, 
some in Italian) is no lightweight. His hero is 
a born politician who on the death of Tsar 
Theodorus retires to a monastery and waits 
for the (hired?) citizens of Moscow to offer 
him the crown. Foreign prince Josennah 
(based on Duke Johann of Denmark) also eyes 
the throne and will woo both Russian 
princess Olga and Boris’s daughter Axinia to 
achieve it. Foreign prince Gavust (based on 
Prince Gustav of Sweden) loves Axinia, and he 
regards Josennah as a usurper and an inter- 
loper. Russian prince Ivan dotes on Olga;

Russian prince Fedro is equally besotted with 
Boris’s sister Irina, the problem being that 
she’s already married to Theodorus and isn’t 
about to sacrifice duty for love. And there’s 
the de rigueur comic servant, Bogda, who'll sac 
rifice anything for sleep. Move Mattheson 
ahead 175 years and he’s Gilbert and Sullivan 
rolled into one. 

It’s not about the plot, of course. We don’t 
know why Josennah’s ambition should be less 
legitimate than anyone else’s, or how Olga’s 
“influence” could bring him (and her) to the 
throne, or why it should fall to Axinia to pre- 
vent this “coup.” We do know that, when the 
newly crowned Boris orders heaping handfuls 
of coins to be minted and distributed to the 
public, he won’t be appointing Alan 
Greenspan as his economic adviser. Anna 
Watkins’s costuming for the BEMF produc- 
tion nonetheless locates the political divide 
between Old Russia, with its robes and cloaks 
and tall fur hats, and Modern/European Rus 
sia, with its wigs and plumed hats and frock 
coats and breeches. For all Boris’s Machiavel- 
lian manipulating, he’ll be lost to history, an 


interregnum between Ivan the Terrible and 
Peter the Great. 

Yet the BEMF production should ensure 
that he lives in Mattheson’s opera as much as 
in Mussorgsky’s. Taking as their model a the- 
ater pit in the Czech Republic, O’Dette and 
Stubbs arranged the 32-piece orchestra around 
what looks like a long narrow table with tiny 
reading lamps, giving the Majestic audience 
the impression it had been invited to a dinner 
party with a lavish entertainment. Every- 
where there’s the ebb and flow of human life: 
the BEMF Orchestra, led by a bobbing and 
weaving but never obtrusive Robert Mealy, 
making Baroque music for the 21st century; 
David Cockayne’s set design alternating pub 
lic (the tsar’s throne room; Boris’s cloister re 
treat; the Kremlin at sunset) and private (inti 
mate scenes in front of the orange prosceni 
um curtain); Lenore Doxsee’s lighting signal 
ing emotional shifts (warming outside the icy 
monastery as Irina warms to Fedro); Lucy 
Graham’s choreography giving voice to what 
words can’t express.

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Bournonville’s Abdallah in Copenhagen

COPENHAGEN — Nineteenth-century 
ballets were the travelogues of their 
and no choreographer made better use 
of local color than the great Danish ballet 
master August Bournonville. His 200th birth 
day was celebrated this month with a 10-day 
love fest in his beloved home, the Royal The 
ater. The Royal Danes presented all nine sur- 
viving ballets and a bouquet of short pieces 
and film clips, against a lavish contextual 
backdrop of exhibitions, publications, talks, 
tours, open classes and easy conversation. I 
joined the large international press corps for 
the third time (big Bournonvilie festivals also 
took place in 1979 and 1992), and was charmed 
all over again by these delightful ballets. 

Bournonville was a dedicated and obser- 
vant tourist, always on the lookout for folk 
dances and foreign customs he could use for 
new ballets. The choreographer never visited 
Iraq, but Abdallah —The Gazelle of Basra (1855) has 
had an interesting travel history anyway, 
earning a Danish-American identity in its 
20th century afterlife. 

Begun in Copenhagen and developed dur- 
ing a period when Bournonville was working 
in Vienna, Abdallah went out of the repertory 
after only 23 performances and woke up more 
than a century later in Salt Lake City. In 1971, 
Bruce Marks, dancing as a guest artist with 
the Royal Danish Ballet, had acquired a libret 
to in Bournonville’s handwriting. He dreamed

The first time I thought much about African-

Lo- 
cated on Tremont Street in the South End, 
where black and white Boston meet, the Topf 
Center, as it’s now known, provides free out- 
reach to some 2000 children and teenagers 
each week, the goal being to instill 
confidence and pride rather than turn out 
professional dancers. At its Wang Center gala 
last Saturday, “An Evening of Dancers in Black 


of reviving the ballet, but it wasn’t until years 
later that a score (by the composer H.S. Paulli) 
was discovered with the steps annotated in it. 
Marks was by then artistic director of Ballet 
West. He and Danish ballerina Toni Lander, 
with RDB Bournonville expert Flemming Ry- 
berg, then carefully reconstructed the three- 
act work. A year after its 1985 re-premiere, it 
went back to the Royal Danish Ballet. With Ry- 
berg and Sorella Englund, Marks staged it in 
1990 in Boston, midway through his tenure as 
artistic director here, and again in 1996. 
Abdallah was inspired by the story of Al- 
addin and his magic lamp. The poor-but-de- 
cent shoemaker Abdallah and his girlfriend 
Irma are kept apart by her mother, who dis- 
parages his prospects. Abdallah hides the 
Sheikh, who’s being pursued by Turkish ene- 
mies, but after the danger passes, he refuses 
payment for his good deed. So the grateful 
fugitive gives him a magic candelabra in- 
stead. It will grant any wish when Abdallah 
lights the first four candles, but the Sheikh 
warns him not to try for the fifth. Abdallah 
conjures up a palace with rich furnishings 
and a harem to go with it, uses the fourth 
wish to dispose of his nagging future mother- 
in-law, and then loses the whole caboodle by 
tempting fate and lighting the last candle. 
The Sheikh disposes of his enemies during 
the intermission, and in the last act he sum- 
mons Irma and Abdallah to his palace, re-

unites them, and rewards them with the 
riches Abdallah thought he’d lost forever. 
This creaky plot provides the pretext for all 
three elements that make Bournonville ballet 
so distinctive: fabulous dancing, mime and 
theatricalized social life, and scenic spectacle. 
In Jens-Jacob Worsaae’s settings, the ballet 
looked elegant, especially when, with magical 
puffs of smoke and flame, Abdallah’s humble 
workshop was transformed into a palace and a 
vision of harem girls emerged out of nowhere. 
Two Americans played the principal female 
roles: Amy Watson as Irma and Haley Hender- 
son as Palmyra the harem leader. Morten Eg- 
gert was the overeager hero, and former balle- 


& White,” the Topf presented its 2005 Terpsi- 
chore Award to former New York City Ballet 
principal Jacques d’Amboise, who in 1976 
founded the National Dance Institute in New 
York with a similar mission. 

The evening comprised a reception and 
after-party in the Wang Theatre’s great hall 
and a performance across the way at the Shu- 
bert MC’d by an effervescent Liz Walker. Tak- 
ing the Shubert stage to accept the award, 
d’Amboise told us that his Irish grandfather 
drove a hackney cab in Copley Square (you 
can see a photo of him in Back Bay Station), 
that his father was Joe Kennedy’s personal 
telegrapher, and that he himself was born in 
Dedham.

Bournonville’s ballets reflect his own per- 
sonality: meticulous, lively, curious about 
the unknown but always rooted in the certi- 
tudes of bourgeois life. His characters may 
find themselves in Argentina, Italy, or Spain, 
but they go back to their home ports and loves 
after they’ve had a taste of adventure. The 
choreographer’s sojourn in Vienna was a dis- 
appointment. Done in by backstage politics 
and growing cosmopolitan tastes, he realized 
that, like Abdallah, he’d pushed his ambi- 
tions too far, and he returned to live out an- 
other 20 productive years in Copenhagen. © 


saltarello and a “Dansa brasileira.” And 
Jacques d’Amboise staged a pas de deux cho- 
reographed by his son Christopher whose 
witty movement and lyrics (“Just say you'll 
pas de deux/Before we kiss goodbye/For if 
you pas de don’t/Then I will pas de die”) 
were matched by the witty performance of 
the Boston Ballet School’s Isaac Akiba and 
Isabella Kulkarni.

Dancing Balanchine’s Tchaikovsky Pas de 
Deux, Weese and Neal looked constricted by 
the small Shubert stage, and even in “The 
Man I Love” segment from Who Cares, with all 
its firefly flashes of Mr. B, there was more 
accuracy than abandon. Graf and Williams, 
on the other hand, looked born to the kinet- 
ic, jagged pas de deux from Agon; they had 
amplitude and attitude, even anger, and 
they were focused on each other and not the 
audience. Both are black — is this the future 
of Balanchine? Where is Arlene Croce’s re- 
view when we need it? Then again, when 
Boston foundation CEO the Reverend Ray 
Hammond got out on stage and led the grand 
finale, “Groove Is in the Heart,” we were re- 
minded that what dance really needs is not 
critics but dancers. ©

Mixed messages 


The White Stripes sow brilliant confusion with Get Behind Me Satan

rom the Times of London to the LA 
Times, NPR to Rolling Stone, Mel- 
bourne’s Herald-Sun to the White 
Stripes’ home-town Detroit Free Press, 
journalists have spent the past 
month praising the neo-primitive rock duo of 
Meg (percussion and occasional vocals) and 
Jack White (everything else) as the most dar- 
ing act in pop music. The occasion for this 
celebration: the June 7 release of the White 
Stripes’ fifth album, Get Behind Me Satan (Third 
Man/V2). “It’s an album so strong and so un- 
expected that it may change the way people 
hear all its predecessors,” Kelefa Sanneh de- 
clared in the May 29 Sunday New York Times. 
“And that’s just a start. Listen long enough, 
and this album might change the way you 
hear lots of other bands, too.” 

Whether or not you agree, there’s no ques- 
tion that the White Stripes have upended stan- 
dard commercial practices and their own 
sound with this disc. Jack recorded the album 
in his Detroit home for about $10,000 in a 
mere two or three weeks. The first single, 
“Blue Orchid,” was released two weeks after it 
was mastered. The band provided only a hand- 
ful of interviews to promote the album, and 
they organized a worldwide tour only of places 
they’d never played, from Turkey to Chile. 

More important, the disc mostly forgoes 
the explosive minimalist rock that burst the 
Stripes into the retro-rock buzz bin of the 
Strokes and the Hives in 2001 with White Blood 
Cells and won them a pair of Grammys in 2003 
for Elephant (both now on V2). Only three of Get 
Behind Me Satan’s 13 tracks feature Jack White’s 
bluesy, unhinged electric guitar; the others are 
anchored by acoustic guitar, grand piano, and 
marimba. Yet it doesn’t feel unplugged, either 
— White’s production is just too minutely de- 
tailed and jarring at once, often processing the 
arrangements to buzz and break as harshly as 
Nine Inch Nails, yet with instrumentation 
that remains half as loud and a thousand 
times more human in scale. Echoing Sanneh, 
Evelyn McDonnell surnmed up the effect in the 
Miami Herald: “Despite making music that is 
overtly renegade and retro, the White Stripes 
are. . . as plugged into the future as the past 
— mostly by being emphatically present.” 

The public has made McDonnell’s words 
ring as true as a cash register. The current Bill- 
board reports that Get Behind Me Satan sold 
189,000 copies its first week out, surpassing 
Elephant’s opening week by some 50,000 copies 
and its highest chart position by three places, 
landing at #3 in the Top 200. Yet for all this 
achievement, there lurks a nagging “so what?” 
In the Internet and SoundScan age, plenty of 
offbeat but ultimately isolated albums chart 
high to start with. That doesn’t come close to 
confirming the Free Press rave that Get Behind Me 
Satan is “the kind of work that nudges rock’s 
sound and culture into a new direction.” 

Doubts about the disc's ultimate significan- 
ce are amplified by the minority mainstream 
reviews — maybe one in four or five — that 
complain it’s exasperatingly half-baked. Of 











these, Sasha Frere-Jones’s nay-say in the New 
Yorker is the most cogent. “White is as perverse 
as he is talented, and that keeps his albums, 
like the newest, from being as fun as they are 
smart,” Frere-Jones writes in the June 13 issue. 
“He has succumbed to the indie-rock delusion 
that the idiosyncratic part of your gift (I have a 
weird voice, I recorded this all on vintage ana- 
log gear at my own house, I have large biceps 
but also look like Michael Jackson) means more 
than its universal aspects (my weird voice is 
appealing, I write great words, my songs are 
easily sung).” Frere-Jones’s suggested solution? 
“Why not bring in a producer like Rich Harri- 
son, write a killer bridge, and get Christina 
Aguilera to sing the chorus with you?” It 
shows how little sympathy the dissenters have 
for Jack’s devils, and maybe the degree to 
which they misapprehend his divine talent. 
Listen to the June 9 White Stripes inter- 
view on NPR’s Fresh Air (you can stream it at 
www.freshair.com) and you'll hear an impas- 
sioned but thoroughly typical pair of Ameri- 





can indie-rockers — rampant individualists 
and perennial outsiders setting out to create 
their own truths in a thoroughly relativistic 
culture — no more articulate in their patch 
work and somewhat arbitrary musical vision 
than Kurt Cobain. Like Cobain, White has a 
musical talent and a populist sensibility that 
may run as wide and as deep as John Lennon’s 
or Hank Williams’, which is to say as wide 
and as deep any popular musician’s ever. The 
difference is, Cobain (born 1967) and White 
(born 1975) came up at a time when populism 
could no longer be equated with commercial 
ism. The connection back to the world for 
both was heavy metal as absorbed through 
the conduit of small-scale underground rock. 
In White’s case, that meant heavy metal at its 
most formative moment, when Led Zeppelin 
were creating it whole cloth from the blues. 
The reason he went back that far, I sus- 
pect, is because he grew up in a Catholic 
household in Detroit, a sprawling wasteland 
of industrial wreckage and isolated suburbs

Cellars by Starlight 
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Session Americana, the Heygoods,

to be much more of a band and the perform- 
ances have gotten better — the days of 
throwing tunes around still happens, but 
when the room’s full, there’s pressure to be 
good. We try to keep it very open, but we 
have a core group that know how to listen 
and talk to each other.” 

When and where Session Americana 
(who'll be playing record-release shows at 
Club Passim this weekend) took hold may be 
open to loose interpretation, but of one 
thing everyone is certain: much in the spir- 
it of Hi-N-Dry, late Morphine leader Mark 
Sandman’s loft/recording studio that, six 
years after his death, continues to be a hub 
of musical inspiration, Session Americana 
were built on a foundation of camaraderie 
It’s a tight-knit community of veteran play- 
ers whose history cuts a wide swath on the 
local musical map. 

But all roads lead back to Sandman’s 
long legacy, and Hi-N-Dry itself feels likea 
living extension of Mark’s considerable cre- 
ative reach. Two alums of Sandman’s first 
semi-famous band, Treat 
Her Right, have just re- 
leased new albums on the 
Hi-N-Dry label. Guitarist 
David Champagne leads the 
rough-and-tumble Hey 
goods with his wife, Katie 
Champagne; their second 
disc is Fleetwood Skynyrd. Har 
monica master Jim Fitting’s 
swamp-rocking Coots (who 
include original Morphine 
drummer Jerome Deupree 
also have their sophomore 
disc out, Pray for Rain. (In the 
first six months of this year, 
Hi-N-Dry has produced and 
released no fewer than sev 
en titles — which makes it 
one of the busiest local stu 
dios and most prolific local 
imprints.) 

Just as Session Ameri 
cana’s Sunday-night resider 
cy at Toad attracted a who’s 
who of local roots musicians, { 
the list of collaborators whc 
appear on Tabletop People reads 
like a roots parade. Besides 
the nucleus of Cavanaugh, 
Fitting, Sean Staples, Billy Beard, Dinty 
Child, and Kimon Kirk, more than a dozen 
artists dropped by to sing, strum, and play, 
among them Asa Brebner, who tackles a cov- 
er of old mate Jonathan Richman’s “Party in 
the Woods,” Dennis Brennan, who opts for 
the lovely waltz-time standard “Whippoor- 
will,” and Rose Polenzani, who sings her 
own merry “Merzidotes.” 

“The record has a great feel because it 
was different people every night, and the 
room’s strong point is that it’s got a great 
look and feel to it,” says Fitting, gazing in 
the direction of the regiment of guitars lin- 
ing one wall. 

The silly ditty “Food Opera,” which is 
sung with great conviction by Laurie Sar- 
gent, and Sean Staples’s “Mr. Rabbit” both 
reflect Cavanaugh’s desire for an album that 
children could enjoy as much as their par- 
ents. “We just opened our ears up and went 
for whatever came in the room. In the back 
of my mind is this idea of community, and 
so to me that was the inspiration for mak- 
ing it for all ages.” He concedes that being a 
new father (he’s married to singer-song- 
writer Jennifer Kimball, who also appears 
on the disc) might have had something to 
do with the impulse: “In a practical sense, 
yeah! Billy [Beard] and I have babies, so 
that’s definitely a phase of life we want to 
embrace. But part of it — God, if you print 
this I’m dead — is kind of an excuse to get 
out of the house.” 

Domestic life in all its messy, romantic, 
comic splendor fuels the Heygoods’ Fleetwood 
Skynyrd. David Champagne cringes at the 
“alt-country” tag that’s trailed the band 
since the singer/guitarist included Mel 
Tillis, Doc Pomus, arid Felice and Boudleaux 
Bryant covers on his outfit’s Heygoods debut. 
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But he acknowledges that the grown-up fa- 
milial themes and spousal harmonies that 
drive a track like “Doghouse” are a mere 
tractor-length from a classic George-and 
Tammy bust-up. 

“To me, the material reflects what mar 
ried people go through — it’s not what peo- 
ple who are dating go through,” he says 
the night of the Heygoods’ CD-release par 
ty at the Lizard Lounge. “There are no‘l 
wish she would go out with me’ songs. 
They’re ‘I wish the kids would fuckin’ leave 
me alone!’ songs, or‘I wish my wife would 
go on vacation!’ songs.” He says this with 
the daring of a man whose wife is back- 
stage, out of earshot. “The subject matter 
is more like real country in the ’6o0s or 
whatever. As soon as you grow up, you re 
alize that life is always gonna be a hassle 
and that shit’s gonna happen.” 

Later, Katie Champagne confides that 
the only realm where being married 
makes it easier to be in a band is that 
“when you have to sing into one mike, 

it’s not a problem.” Hey 


eee goods drummer Billy 


Beard says the vibe of the 
band is “so husband and 
wife. It is the music, it is 
the lyrics, it’s the banter 
on stage, it’s everything, in 
grained through and 
through.” 

Tabletop People, like Fleet 
vood Skynyrd, has the home 
pun feel of a relaxed fami 
y reunion where talented 
2latives keep stopping by.

Not much fazes Eitting — nothing, that 
is, except the Bush administration. Al- 
though Pray for Rain has the roadhouse feel 
and groove of a good-time party record, a 
pervading acrimony and alienation fueled 
the songs both he and keyboardist-singer 
Evan Harriman wrote. The opening 
“Scoundrel Time” is carried along by a 
bouncy blues-rock beat reminiscent of the 
Fabulous Thunderbirds, but its lyrics deliv- 
er a snide indictment of right-wing ex- 
tremists and Republican double talk. 

“I have trouble writing love songs,” Fit- 
ting acknowledges. “What I’m pissed off 
about is the world, and that’s really what’s 
driving my emotions. How I find my muse 
is getting revved up. I think my best stuff 
addresses what’s going on right now. If 
you can get the shit on tape and it sounds 
good, the sky’s the limit.” 

Cavanaugh too believes there’s a sub- 
versive irony in Session Americana’s 
name, and an implicit political stance in 
their music. He feels it especially on the 
few occasions they’ve performed in ele- 
mentary schools. “When you're out doing 
music, it’s the stuff that everybody wants 
to cut from American society — it doesn’t 
fit, but it should. There should be music 
programs for kids in schools because it’s 
important at that level. I feel any artist 
should get out there, because in this politi- 
cal climate, music is a critical thing to be 
doing. America is a lot of things to a lot of 
people — it’s a great cacophony of culture 
and ideas, and that to me is really impor- 
tant. The very idea of truth and identity 
is being shifted as we speak, so let’s re- 
mind ourselves that we're here and we’re 
Americans.” ©

NdegéOcello make jazz pop fun 
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Then came Elastic (Warner Bros. , 2002), 
and Redman seemed to have found the golden 
mean — one that’s been struck occasionally by 
Medeski Martin & Wood, Kurt Rosenwinkel, 
John Scofield, and, oh heck yes, Pat Metheny. 
Redman wasn’t content to set up a groove and 
plug it; he wrote arrangements. His tunes had 
all sorts of funny little parts, textural and 
melodic, and even that groove shifted under 
your feet. Plus, the Elastic 
Band upheld one of the veri- 
ties that’s lost on lesser jazz- 
funk crossover types like 
Soulive: the improvised solo. 
Redman, keyboardist Sam Ya- 
hel, and drummer Brian 

Blade were capable of infinite 
variety. The band breathed 
collectively, like a real jazz 
band, with constant give and 
take — and individual players 
who could sustain and devel- 
op interesting solos. 

The Elastic Band’s new Mo- 
mentum (Nonesuch) works the 
same affection for ’70s funk, 
but with the band’s usual 
twists and turns. Redman al- 
ternates Blade with drummer 
Jeff Ballard and brings in 
guest guitarists ‘including 
Rosenwinkel), guest bassists 
(Flea!), even the Roots’ ?uest- 
love on drums. 

That looks like a recipe for 
artistic compromise, but the 
Elastic Band maintain their 
jazz integrity while reaching 
out to a booty-shaking audi- 
ence. On the opening track, 
Redman’s slithering echo- 
laden tenor lines come in 
over backwards tape; that’s 
followed by a fat bass line 
and Ballard’s hard backbeats. 
Redman’s tenor turns thick 
with chorused effects; then 
there’s a short questing 
melody with keyboards be- 
fore a quick fadeout at 1:26. 
These teasing tunes are scat- 
tered throughout the album, 
like interstitial chapter 
breaks between the longer 
tracks, Redman’s “Sweet 
Nasty” is built on Yahel’s 
stuttering syncopated repeat 
ing bass-pedal figure and the 
techno-fast patter of Bal- 
lard’s snare and kick drum. 
Redman joins the stutter 
step, then brings the 
melody, a bridge section, and 
an improvised solo that ex- 
ploits his flexible tone, long- 
breathed deep-register runs, 
and top-note riffing. There’s 
continuous rhythmic and textural variety 
and detail on top of that non-stop groove. 
There’s even a short drum solo. 

It’s with this variety and attention to com- 
positional detail that Redman avoids the jam- 
band blahs, and it’s this degree of improvisa- 
tion that differentiates the Elastic Band from 
instrumental pop. Sheryl Crow’s “Riverwide” 
enters on a soft cloud of “In a Silent Way” or- 
gan chords before Redman returns the tune to 
its gospel roots. When the band (with Stefon 
Harris playing vibes) tackle Ornette Cole- 
man’s “Lonely Woman,” they take the signa- 
ture ballad on an extended free-form explo- 
ration. You could say they’re not being true to 
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the mournful original. Or you could say 
Redman is arguing that a great jazz cornpo- 
sition can stand up to multiple interpreta- 
tions — a spur to further creation. 

Moving from Momentum to Redman’s 
work with the SFJazz Collective on their 
homonymous Nonesuch debut requires a 
perceptual adjustment that only dramatiz- 
es the difference between progressive 
mainstream jazz and pop. 
The San Francisco collec- 
tive is one of the most ide- 
alistic organizations in 
jazz, crossing styles and 
generations, with several 
Ornette Coleman covers 
and a pervasive hard-bop 
tunefulness (hard bop be- 
ing the return-to-basics 
crossover jazz of its day). A 
live recording, SFJazz Collec- 
tive is adrnirable in every 
way. But it’s still very 
much the jazz that other 
people don’t get. 

One of the bassists on 
Momentum is Me’Shell 
NdegéOcello, a singer- 
songwriter who debuted 
on Madonna’s Maverick la- 
bel with Plantation Lullabies 
in 1993 and scored a few hit 
singles, one a duet with 
John Mellencamp. 
NdegéOcello has always 
worked with jazz musi- 
cians (she’ll be joining 
Redman and the Elastic 
Band at the Paradise this 
Saturday), but you could 
say the new The Spirit Music 
of Jamia: Dance of the Infidel 
(Shanachie) is her first real 
jazz album. It’s mostly in- 
strumental, it has plenty 
of fine improvised solos, 
and even the vocals are 
sung by people other than 
NdegéOcello. No, you 
won't find walking bass 
with swinging ride cym- 
bals, but there’s a loose- 
limbed jazzy approach to 
R&B, a trip-hoppy elegance 
in the electronic effects. 
When she writes for Cas- 
sandra Wilson on “The 
Chosen,” she plays to the 
strengths of Wilson’s 
smoky Mississippi contral- 
to, even bringing in long- 
time Wilson guitarist 
Brandon Ross. 

At times the session has 
the feel of one of Miles 
Davis’s ambient early elec- 
tric jams — trumpeter Wal- 

lace Roney is even along to provide the 
proper Milesian mise en scéne. But the album 
is too quirky to be a cop. NdegéOcello 
prefers arrangements — form — to mere 
jams. So the North African lilt of “Luqman” 
ambles along on the leader’s supple bass 
lines, buzzing low notes from Gregoire 
Maret’s harmonica, and Ross’s very banjo- 
like guitar, with a horn chorus of Roney, 


Oliver Lake’s alto, and Don Byron’s clarinet. 


Maret and the three horns give superb solos. 
On Dance of the Infidel, NdegéOcello is 
making utterly contemporary jazz that de- 
serves to be popular. But we've all felt that 

way before. ©

Billy Corgan moves ahead on his own

rown” was an unlikely introduc- 
tion for one of the most impor 
tant rock bands of the 90s. A 
long, swirling mini-symphony 
of guitars awash with carefully 
manipulated feedback cradling lyrics that 
flirted with suicide, it should not have been a 
candidate for heavy rotation. Yet the tune 
broke out from the Singles (Sony) soundtrack in 
1992 and made Smashing Pumpkins stars. 

Over the next six years, the Pumpkins and 

leader Billy Corgan — who’s just released his 
irst solo album, and who’ll headline Avalon 
next Thursday — didn’t stray, building ornate 
sand castles of sound from layered guitars, 
samples, and keyboards. The only instrument 
more distinctive than Corgan’s hyper-am 
plified and chorused six-string growl was his 
voice: part bray, part bark, part whine. He 
could sing bratty or vulnerable with total con 
viction, generating an aural snarl in “Bullet 
with Butterfly Wings” or ringing out hope in 
“Tonight, Tonight.” 

But at some point, the hope got lost. Was 
it with hired keyboardist Jonathan Melvoin’s 
death and Jimmy Chamberlain’s overdose 
during 1995’s Mellon Collie and the Infinite Sadness 
(Virgin) tour? Or simply the inevitable implo- 
sion of the enmeshed lives of Corgan, D’Arcy 
Wretzky, and James [ha? It was clear that by 
1998 and Adore (Virgin), the grains of those 
beautiful sand castles were blowing away. 
Visitors to Corgan’s Web site, www. billycor- 
gan.com, are finding out what went awry. 
Under a heading called “confessions,” he’s 
been penning the Smashing Pumpkins story, 
beginning with some harrowing stuff from

his own childhood. 

“The level of dysfunctionality that was at- 
tributed to the band in public was nothing 
compared to the dysfunctionality that actually 
went on,” he tells me over the phone from Bel- 
gium. “But the story is how these four klutzes 
made this great band that by hook or crook ac- 
tually managed to do something. How partic- 
ular situations arrived and how mistakes were 
made. . . well, it’s helpful for me to maybe 
dig up those skeletons and rebury them. I plan 
to write novels, and this is good practice. It’s 
an easy story to write because I’m not making 
it up, but the subject matter is killing me.” 

To judge by TheFutureEmbrace (Warner 
Bros.), he’s found a new lease on life. After 
his brief post-Pumpkins helming of Zwan, 
which ended in a crimson slash of animosity, 
Corgan’s solo debut finds him if not exactly 
content, then at least working his way in that 
direction. “All Things Change,” “I’m Ready,” 
“Walking Shade,” and “Strayz” are under- 
pinned by feelings that run from confusion to 
realization to calm. It’s an arc reflected in the 
run-together title TheFutureEmbrace, which sig- 
nals a positive outlook — a metaphor fora 
journey toward peace. 

“That’s fairly accurate,” Corgan confirms. 
“There’s a double-edged sword to sensitivity. 
As you become more sensitive with who you 
are and with other human beings and with 
nature, the downside is that there’s too much 
information. Every time I hear about people 
aying or global warming causing snow in So- 
malia for the first time, the pollution, the 
terrorism, Fox News. . . the wires in my 
brain want to melt. A part of me wants to re- 


treat, but then I need to turn around to fight 
for something real — for the most positive 
way a life in the middle of all this can work. 
At the same time, you have the backdrop of 
the ending of a long-term relationship with 
my girlfriend. Somehow all of that combined 
to make sense in these songs. That’s why get- 
ting Robert Smith to sing on a Bee Gees song 
is perfect. It’s like upside-down world.” 

Transposed to a minor key for Corgan’s 
brooding vocal delivery and the Cure front 
man’s distinctive back-up singing, the Bee 
Gees’ “To Love Somebody” is a perverse high 
light. But the best thing about the album is 
that even if the arrangements and the pace of 
the disc are subtler than classic Smashing 
Pumpkins, Corgan is building those sonic sand 
castles again, though with more temperance. 
“My primary sonic influence on guitar was 
Tony Iommi from Black Sabbath. I first heard 
Black Sabbath when I was eight, and the sound 
was so immense that in my mind it instilled a 
pursuit of a similar massive sound. As I grew 
older, everything from Phil Spector’s produc- 
tion to Jimi Hendrix’s production with [engi 
neer| Eddie Kramer to Robert Smith, for how to 
use effects, congealed into a textural wall.” 

Ile also cites David Bowie’s Brian Eno-pro- 
duced Low (RCA). “Low was a turning point in al 
ternative culture, with its influence on the 
Cure, Joy Division, Echo and the Bunnymen, 
and all the bands they spawned. I was playing 
in that style until the Pumpkins got going in 
*88. What I’m doing now is in some ways a re- 
turn, but with Hendrix as a big reference point, 
because there’s usually only one guitar on his 
songs. I spent a lot of time in the studio pro- 
gramming effects to get a big sound with one 
guitar, and the guys I was working with 
thought I was insane. They said, ‘You’re really 
good at overdubbing. Why not just do what you 
do?’ So a lot of the songs were written without 
playing and singing [at the same time] in 
mind. When I started to rehearse for the tour, I 
discovered that the guitar parts are ridiculously 
hard. Often the guitar parts and the vocals are 
in different cadences, so going out to play every 
night feels like a real challenge.” 

Besides, Corgan’s the only guitarist in the 
live line-up that'll hit Avalon. He won’t be 
playing any Pumpkin (or Zwan) numbers — 
hardly a surprise given his musical and per- 
sonal evolution. You might think that prepar- 
ing the entire Smashing Pumpkins catalogue 
— some 200 songs and 24 remixes — for digi- 
tal release on March 29 might have been a 
kind of exorcism, but he says it was more a 
validation. “I’ve talked for years about how I 
futzed up albums and songs and how certain 
songs should have been on albums and others 
shouldn’t. But when I went through the 
recordings, I discovered that for the most part 
the albums were pretty much right where 
they belonged no matter what was going on 
in the band.” ©

GUITAR HEROICS 


Three years ago, while preparing a feature 
marking what would have been Jimi Hendrix's 
6oth birthday, I asked Billy Corgan and a num 
ber of other artists to share their impressions of 
Hendrix and his legacy. Corgan replied with an 
eloquent little essay.

“When Jimi declared on his debut 
album ‘and you will never listen to 
surf music again,’ he wasn’t kidding, 
although I’m sure he was laughing. 
My father, a most definite product 
of the musical '6os, describes the 
arrival of Hendrix as an ear- and 
earth-shattering experience to his 
psyche. Nobody wanted to play surf 
music anymore. 

“Much has been written about our lost 
icons of that generation, who changed 
the cultural fabric of America and sent 
it hurtling into space, only to return 
with a vengeance named disco. As is 
usually the case, the star becomes just 
that, a perfect poster in some far-off 
galaxy that cannot be assailed as any 
thing less than immortal. These 
images plasticize until there are only 
monuments and a few songs left, the 
real work and display buried beneath a 
pile of remixes and reissues. 

“To me, a truly white child of the 
Chicago suburbs, Hendrix was an 
overwhelming array of beauty and 
confusion. He wasn’t a great singer, 
but he sang from his heart. He was 
never boring on the guitar, yet he 
stole from everyone. But like many 
of the greats, he made others’ songs 
his own. Even Bob Dylan does ‘All 
Along the Watchtower’ faithfully to 
the Hendrix version, so definitive is 
the possession. Jimi Hendrix wrote 
songs as if uncorked out of some 
genie’s bottle, some great, 
some bad psychedelic 
bummer romps, but 
all from a place 
other than HERE. 
They were always 
his streets, his 
crosstown traffic, in 
his electric ladyland. 
‘Make love, make 
love, make 
ie..."

HEAVY TRASH AND 
THE CAMPBELL BROTHERS 


TWISTED ROOTS AND SECULAR SERMONS 


Jon Spencer & Matt Verta-Ray’s Heavy Trash 
had just started their Tuesday-night show at 
T.T. the Bear’s Place and already they were 
rocking on 11, both men tilted over their gui- 
tars at almost 45 degrees, slashing away as 
their pompadours and the wide-lapelled '70s 
shirts took flight. The following night, next 
door at the Middle East, brothers Chuck, Darick, 
and Phil Campbell hunched over their instru- 
ments across the front of the downstairs stage, 
laying down a heavy mesh of sound built on 
Phil’s tight-locked James Brown-style six-string 
funk chords and the purring, whinnying, 
steel-guitar cries and shouts from Chuck and 
Darick. The Campbells flirted with atonality, 
or at least melodic deconstruction, and they 
upped the ante with keyboardist John Medes- 
ki’s probing organ and electric piano tones. 

Both outfits were playing roots music, but 
a decidedly twisted version. Spencer and Ver- 
ta-Ray charge and goof up theirs with alt-rock 
consciousness — part punk energy, part irony, 
part smug self-awareness. T mpbell 
Brothers, for years a staple of the sacred-steel 
circuit, go for groove, trying hard to reach the 
jam audience that’s embraced youthful fellow 
church pedal-steeler Robert Randolph. 

The performances illustrated one side of 
roots music’s great divide. Ardent fans define 
their tastes along ideological lines. Purists be- 
lieve that any significant deviation from the 
texts of classic bluegrass, blues, and gospel 
diminishes the music’s cl 2r. Mavericks 
like Heavy Trash and the npbells with 
Medeski look on the foundation of the past as 
a point of embarkation. Their goal is to bring 
the music they love into the nt; any 
thing less would be a betrayal of the tradi- 
tions they respect and want t ss along toa 
new audience. Songwriter Otis Taylor speaks 
for the most committed of this breed when he 
observes, “If an art form doesn’t evolve, it dies 
or becomes fossilized. 

Nobody would accuse Heavy Trash or the 
Campbell Brothers of fossilizing, though both 
performances had some drawt 5 
Spencer’s tired h mpbells’ 
mid-tempo overconfidence. Heavy Trash’s 
homonymous Yep-Roc debut CD is a ripper — 
trimmer than any of Spencer’s Blues Explo- 
sion albums except Orange (Matador), his one 
wholly focused effort with the group. The mo- 
ment Spencer and Verta-Ray, the former 
Speedball Baby guitarist, hit the stage, how- 
ever, Spencer was back to his cartoonish ways, 
howling and mugging. Despite the Blues Ex- 
plosion’s diminishing returns, he hasn't 
learned that every number doesn’t need to be- 
gin with “u-uh” and end in “yeah.” The songs 
were almost buried under his distracting ve- 
neer, which made everything about his high- 
energy stage presence seem phony. The Sadies 
were Heavy Trash’s backing group, but their 
last-minute arrival after a van breakdown in 
Burlington seemed to throw them off. 

The Campbells pulled beautiful, conversa- 
tional harmonies and melodies from their 
steel guitars. And singer Denise Brown led the 
crowd in energized call-and-response chants 
for Jesus and his affiliates. But when Malcolm 
Kirby’s bass got too pushy, or when “Rally- 
time,” from their jammy new Can You Feel It? 
(Ropeadope), stretched its New 
Orleans-flavored groove over 10 minutes, it be- 
came clear that the transition from sacred to 
secular isn’t easy. The difference between Ran- 
dolph, who has crossed over, and the Camp- 
bells is youthful energy and a broader embrace

of influences. Good as they are, the Campbells 
don’t know how to make a gospel explosion 
like the Stevie Ray Vaughan-inspired Ran- 
dolph. And their steady mid-tempo material, 
though serving the church, won’t shake much 
secular booty unless Jesus himself intervenes.

FOO FIGHTERS 


HANGAR 51 REVISITED 


It was fitting that, on one of four flights char- 
tered by Foo Fighters to Roswell (from LA, 
Minneapolis, Seattle, and NYC) last Saturday 
to see the band play for 500 fans in the small 
New Mexico town Dave Grohl grew up ob- 
sessed with, we were served Milky Way bars. 
Foo Fighters are named for an old military 
word for UFOs, and Roswell is home to the in- 
famous “Hanger 51,” where, in 1947, aliens re- 
portedly crash-landed and were hidden away. 
That (well, Hangar 58) was where the Foos 
would perform later that evening. 

Alien-themed coloring books, neon prizes, 
and those Milky Way bars set the kitschy tone 
on the flight, as did the no-alcohol policy. 
One passenger who was asked the name of 
the Foos’ most recent album over a loudspeak- 
er not only couldn’t come up with In Your Honor 
but hardly seemed to care. And he — like 
most of the passengers — had won a Foo 
Fighter trivia contest sponsored by the on- 
line music service Rhapsody. There were also 
a few Roswell residents invited, and rumor 
had it some 5000 out-of-luck locals were 
waiting somewhere near the base. One over- 
sized, gray-haired Roswellian wearing a shirt 
that read “The Aliens Are Coming” told me 
that this was the most exciting thing to hap- 
pen in town “since the crash of ’47.” And as 
Crohl stood on the audience’s shoulders for 
the breakdown of the band’s 1999 hit “Stacked 
Actors,” it seemed he was right.

A friend’s mother once told her wisely that the 
reason the French did not get fat — or waste 
time obsessing over Atkins or South Beach or 
the latest calorie-ridding diet craze — was be 
cause they savored their food as if each bite 
were an expensive four-course meal. The 
French could sup on calorie-rich Brie with a 
fine meaty Bordeaux because they ate it with 
out rushing, relishing every drop, every slice, 
every trace of flavor on their tongues and lips. 
Good writing does the same, allowing a reader 
to delight in sumptuous storytelling, to em- 
body Milan Kundera’s idea of “slowness,” to 
make close reading a quality to admire. Such 
intricate, somewhat Victorian pacing charac- 
terizes Nadeem Aslam’s acclaimed second nov 
el, MAPS FOR LOST LOVERS (Knopf), a capti- 
vating diorama of a close-knit Pakistani family 
surviving in a difficult English town. 

“Shamas stands in the open door and 
watches the earth, the magnet that it is, 
pulling snowflakes out of the sky towards it 
self.” Here, in the book’s first few lines, 
Aslam seems to tell his readers: relax, put 
down your coat, this is the kind of Pointillist 
story I’ll be telling; this world that I’m going 
to reveal to you will unfold as deliberately as 
these snowflakes being pulled to the earth.

istani family and its rigid community, Wheel- 
er’s story centers on a single white woman 
making her way alone in a less-restrained 
African-American neighborhood. This is the 
rough-and-tumble South Side of Chicago in the 
late ’70s, a down-trodden place where “down 
town buildings thinned and the streets dark- 
ened, each boarded brownstone abutting an- 
other in rubble.” Enter Cindy, a white girl flee- 
ing the staid, suburban life of her California 
childhood, seeking jazz albums, friendship, 
and the elusive meaning of life. 

In all her writing, Wheeler’s lyrical voice re- 
mains inescapable. We're treated to an intrigu- 
ing, jagged syntax that reads like a manual 
transmission sliding into gear: “Soon after I 
found Acie’s, stopping by on a Friday for a pay- 
check.” Like a well-crafted poem, Wheeler’s 
prose gradually draws the reader into its 
rhythms. This is a solid novel about a graduate 
student studying art yet unable to escape her 
passion for music, and the oddly engaging syn- 
tax mirrors this tension: “The beat threw me, 
but not the sound: the brain, jumping. The in- 
terplay turned on a dime.” Ultimately, Record 
Palace is a prose ballad of longing and love.

POPULAR RICH KID 


Sean Wilsey 


When you're a voracious reader who constantly 
picks up books, browses one or two pages, puts 
the same book down, and picks up another be- 
fore putting it down and trying to remember 
which of the books on your coffee table or the 
bookstore’s table or your rumbling white wash- 
ing machine you happened to be reading last — 
then, the fact that a randomly picked-up book 
entices you to keep reading is often the only 
true mark of something good. Sean Wilsey’s 
OH THE GLORY OF IT ALL (Penguin Press) is, 
despite all its publishing-world hype, that kind 
of book. I’m serious: the book is that good. 

Wilsey’s sprawling memoir is a whopping 
482 pages, one of those door-stoppers of a life 
story, and it comes at you like an avalanche of 
memories and wonderment. It has Nobel Prize 
winners discussing the Holocaust over lunch; 
Wilsey’s effervescent father delivering the au- 
thor to a video arcade via his private helicopter; 
and later, Augusten Burroughs-like tales of 
therapy and a life out of control. The para- 
graphs are often clipped and feel breathless (in 
a good way), as if the author wants to tell you 
everything about his life before he runs out of 
time. I haven’t read anything quite as atten- 
tion-grabbing or bursting with life since Dave 
Eggers’s A Heartbreaking Work of Staggering Genius. 
And as in Eggers’s work, this book’s capacity for 
joy is no small feat. 


THE SMART GUY DRESSED IN 
BLACK IN THE BACK ROW 


Don Nace 


Desperadoes, lovers, scintillating images of 
frazzled New Yorkers beside masked Mexican _ 
wrestlers frozen in flight: what could be a dis- 
astrous assortment of notebook scribbles (seem- 
ingly thousands of them) is crafted into Don 
Nace’s handsome graphic novel DRAWN QUT 
(Soft Skull Press). As che blurb rightly states, 
this 224-page behemoth is “a masterwork 30 
years in the making.” 

Nace’s writings run like captions along the 
bottom of each drawing. “My first grade 
teacher told us to draw a story on a piece of pa- 
per” is scrawled beneath a stick figure of a skier 
falling down a slope; “I escaped to New York 
City, the jugular vein of the world” accompa- 
nies a terrifying amalgam of familiar skyscrap- 
ers and monuments, taxis and foot traffic; 
“Drunk and entombed in the crusty layers of 
my apartment” is Nace’s description of a diffi- 
cult period in his 20s spent dealing with booze, 
women, and rejection by the art-world estab- 
lishment. But more than his words on the 
page, it is Nace’s drawings that provide the vi- 
sual equivalent of an intricate Updike scene. In 
a lesser artist’s hands, these sketches would be 
just that: mere sketches of a life. But like the 
obsessive, internal worlds of Henry Darger or 
Adrian Tomine’s ennui-ridden San Franciscans, 
Nace’s trademark needle-scratch drawings are 
complete short stories in themselves. 
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THE COMMENCEMENT SPEAKER 


Amy Hempel 


Often (deservedly) called a “writer’s writer,” 
Amy Hempel offers her fourth collection of wit- 
ty, insanely great stories to devoted readers and 
converts alike. THE DOG OF THE MARRIAGE 
(Scribner) is by turns hilarious and wry. But in- 
stead of providing an outright laugh track, 
Hempel brings out the absurdist, Beckett-style 
moments in life. You can’t help but smile to 
yourself when you imagine a character procras- 
tinating from her travels on the read by asking 
a Naive realtor to show her available real estate. 





The title story gives us a quirky dog trainer 
whose marriage is falling apart. She tells her 
departing husband about the way her dogs 
are patient, obedient, and — in contrast to 
their human counterparts — infinitely kind: 
“I told him about the way they get to know 
you. Not the way people do, the way people 
flatter you by wanting to know every last 
thing about you, only it isn’t a compli- 
ment.... Correction — dogs do want to know 
every last thing about you. They take in the 
smell of you, they know from the next room, 
asleep, when a mood settles over you. The dif- 
ference is there’s not an end to it.” In her 
spot-on observations of contemporary life, 
Hempel captures the nuances of heartbreak 
and love with a master’s eye. 


THE ART-SCHOOL PROTEGEE 
Julia Slavin 


Surrealism, prescription drugs, an ear for 
rhythm, and an eye (and nose, tongue, and 
skin) for detail: novelist Julia Slavin weaves 
all these elements into her fabulist novel, 
CARNIVORE DIET (W.W. Norton), a follow-up 
to her wildly accomplished story collection, 
The Woman Who Cut Off Her Leg at the Maidstone 
Club. Wendy Dunleavy and her son Dylan — 
dual narrators of this, Slavin’s first novel — 
must stave off a drooling mythical beast 
named the Chagwa (whose sexual organ both 
horrifies and titillates the socialites in the 
book). Slavin’s comic, highly absurd style is 
evident in a scene between Wendy and her 
“prescription-friendly gynecologist” : “Dave 
took a gentle pap smear and asked if I’d be 
willing to take some literature about slavery 
among women in Afghanistan. I said certain- 
ly, and by the way, while I’m here, could I get 
a prescription of Dozanine?” 

This absurdity even trickles down to Dylan’s 
narration, as he is forced to slaughter farm ani- 
mals to feed the hungry Chagwa: “We should 
have been doing cannonballs at the pool, pop- 
ping wheelies and other things happy kids did 
in the summer, not on our way to kill a pony. 
Nothing ever worked out the way I expected.” 

At tires Slavin restrains her Dali-like ten- 
dencies in favor of simply soaking in her char- 
acters’ musings: “It was one of those warm 
late afternoons when the air gets in your 
clothes and fools with you and the light makes 
everybody look good.” These are the moments 
when her writing soars, when the wild somer- 
saults and carnival tricks take a back seat to 
the characters’ vulnerabilities. Near the end of 
the novel, for example, a recently reunited 
mother and son pause to reflect on something 
that catches their eye near the marble wall of 
the Vietnam Veterans’ War Memorial: 

“Look, Dylan,” my mother pointed to a name on the 
Wall. “A boy named Mister Mister. Can you imagine 
naming a baby Mister?” 

You get used to missing someone to the point where 
the missing replaces her. And then the missing has noth- 
ing to do with her. There was no room for her with all the 
Space the missing took. @

WHY PROVINCETOWN? WHAT MADE YOU INTEREST- 


ED IN THIS TOWN AND THIS SUBJECT? 


I had been working in Provincetown as a life- 


guard for the Cape Cod National Seashore 
when I was in graduate school, and I worked 
there for one or two seasons before it even 
dawned on me that this might be, in fact, 
the ideal place to do a dissertation study. It 
seemed like the ideal location for an Ameri- 
can historian to finally do a history of the 
town where the Pilgrims landed. And the 





thing that espe- 
cially was critical 
for me is that I 
wanted to look ata 
place which hada 
mixture of all of 
the things that 
were important to 
me analytically. 
So, a mixture of 
people who dif- 
fered by ethnicity, 
people who dif-

town and can you 

tell me what 
you’re doing?” and this and that, so a few 
books beat me to the shelf. But as a profes- 
sional historian, that’s just the way it’s go- 
ing to be sometimes. 


WHEN WAS YOUR FIRST VISIT TO PROVINCETOWN? 
My first visit was in 1994. 

DO YOU REMEMBER IT PRETTY DISTINCTLY? 

Oh yes, in fact in the first version of my 
[book’s] introduction, it was all about my 
introduction to Provincetown. Then I decid- 


ed at the last minute that my readers would 
probably be much more interested in an in- 
troduction that talks about Provincetown 
instead of one that talks about me. But just 
like everyone else, I remember I drove there 
in my car, and one thing I remember is the 
traffic, because I drove there from New 
York. The second thing is going over the hill 
... you go up a precipice, then you can see 
the monument, and you can see the town 
laid out before you. That image has burned 
in my mind. 


TELL ME ABOUT THE EXPERIENCE OF LIVING IN 
PROVINCETOWN AND RESEARCHING THE 300K. 
WHAT WAS THAT LIKE? 

In some ways, my summers looked like 
everyone else’s summer [in Provincetown]. I 
worked three jobs just like most of the resi- 
dents. I was a lifeguard during the day. I was 
a bouncer at a bar at night, and I also worked 
in the archive at Pilgrim Monument in the 
very early mornings. So my summers were 
incredibly busy, and that was a time for me 
to try to make a little bit of money while I 
had the chance. And then during the win- 
ters, when everyone got quiet, was actually 
the perfect time for me to do my oral-history 
interviews. So during the winters when I 
lived there, I would be out in the field, so to 
speak, contacting people and setting up in- 
terview dates. Other people had the time to 
give me because they didn’t have the de- 
mands of the tourist population, and it 
worked out extremely well. Then when I 
started to write, again it’s a beautiful, just 
perfectly tranquil place to write during the 
winters. So it was ideal for me in many 
ways. When the town became too busy for a 
researcher, when it became too busy just in 
terms of the energy and also in terms of the 
time commitment that people had, then I 
was out working with everyone else. I felt 
like I was in step with the rhythm. 


AND THERE DEFINITELY IS A RHYTHM, RIGHT? | 
MEAN, IT’S PRETTY CLEAR HOW THE RHYTHM REAL- 
LY CHANGES SEASON TO SEASON. 

It changes season to season. The seasons were 
much more pronounced in terms of the 
tourist population prior to about the 1970s, 
where things were really extremely quiet dur- 
ing the winter, and the tale that people tell is 
of the local stores being boarded up getting 
ready for hurricane season and then just nev- 
er taking the boards off. I try to bring out in 
the book how that changed, and it changed 
for a number of reasons. In part it changed 
because of some of the efforts of groups like 
the Women Innkeepers of Provincetown, who 
started holding their women’s week in Octo- 
ber. So October was just a couple weeks after 
Labor Day, and I think it was an ideal time 
and quite fortuitous that the women decided, 
“Let’s pick October.” Then it really started a 
trend. And now you have all the special week- 
ends that take place over the holidays, Valen- 
tine’s Day, New Year’s, et cetera. 


TALK ABOUT HOW PROVINCETOWN BECAME SUCH A 
GAY MECCA. 

I think Provincetown has always had some 
of what we would today call gay people. 





There are some ideas about how Province- 
town became the gay mecca that it is today. 
There are probably two prevailing stories out 
there. One is that it became a gay mecca be- 
cause it was an art colony, and that’s only 
partly true, and I talk about the nuance as to 
why it’s only partly true in the book. The 
other story is that it became a gay mecca be- 
cause the Portuguese townspeople were so 
extremely welcoming, and that also is partly 
true. So what I write about is this 
confluence of factors and this confluence of 
people and ideas and sensibilities and espe- 
cially of the importance of economic 
change. The Portuguese started to come to 
power so that they could be welcoming, and 
the artists started to live in Provincetown so 
that they could have a colony right at the 
same time that Provincetown was transi- 
tioning from a whaling seaport into a 
fishing village and a resort town. It was 
these factors collectively — as well as the is- 
sue of agency on the part of people who at 
that time were not called gay; they were 
called bachelors or maids and ladies — the 
efforts of those people to decide on Province- 
town and to say, “Okay, let’s see what it 
might look like if we moved in here and set 
up a business here and try to make a go of it 
at the end of the Cape.” 


IT SEEMS THAT MOST PEOPLE THINK OF PROVINCE- 
TOWN AS THIS AREA WHERE GAY PEOPLE GO, AND 
THEY OFTEN FORGET ITS HISTORICAL SIGNIFICANCE, 
MOST SPECIFICALLY THAT IT WAS THE SITE OF THE 
PILGRIMS’ LANDING. DOES IT BOTHER PEOPLE WHO 
LIVE IN PROVINCETOWN THAT THESE OTHER THINGS 
GET PUSHED ASIDE? 

It bothers some people. Most people in 
Provincetown do what people in resort towns 
do, which is that they bond around certain 
issues, and so one thing that they bond 
around is making light of the misperceptions 
of the town or making light of some of the 
questions that tourists might ask. That really 
is a way for the community to be a communi- 
ty. I have had friends who have visited 
Provincetown and have not noticed the Pil- 
grim Monument and who have said, “Oh, is 
that what that tall thing is in the middle of 
town?” and that troubles me. That’s partly 
what I write about in the book, is how can 
the community engage its visitors politically 
and historically with the fabric of the town 
so that its visitors aren’t just coming to go to 
the beach, spend money, and then go home; 
but how can they actually engage with the 
way the town is changing? 


WHOM DO YOU HOPE THIS BOOK APPEALS TO? DO 
YOU SEE A SPECIFIC AUDIENCE FOR IT? 

I tried to write a book that is a thoughtful aca- 
demic book but that’s written with the kind of 
language that any person can read. I tried to 
keep the nuances of my argument and my 
analysis in the book, but I tried to simply 
rewrite it not using the language that academ- 
ics typically use. Your average Provincetown 
resident and tourist would be my ideal audi- 
ence, and I would hope that graduate students 
and my colleagues in history and women’s 
studies would also find it compelling.

HOW HAS THE LEGALIZATION OF GAY MARRIAGE IN 
MASSACHUSETTS AFFECTED PROVINCETOWN? 

I end my book with that question; I think that 
it has affected Provincetown and the rest of 
the state and the country in quite a profound 
way, because it gives gay people access to 
Provincetown at yet another additional level 
as citizens of the town and as citizens of the 
state, even if they’re not quite full citizens of 
the country yet. And so 1 think it does many 
things, but for example it becomes another 
marketing gimmick: Provincetown as mar- 
riage altar, Provincetown as honeymoon 
suite. Now, people have always gotten mar- 
ried in Provincetown; they used to call them 
same-sex unions, and in every other state in 
the country they still do. So Provincetown has 
always kind of marketed itself and advertised 
itself as a place where things of this eclectic 
nature might take place. But now it’s official, 
now they have the official stamp that we are 
in fact where you can get married. And it also 
gives gay people an even stronger foothold in 
terms of their investment in the town and 
why they will be attracted to it and why they 
will continue to go there and to buy houses 
there and to work there. 

One question I had before the gay-marriage is- 
sue happened was, will Provincetown ever lose 
its distinctive nature as a place that welcomes 
gays and lesbians? Because now you have [gay] 
cruises, bed-and-breakfast places, in states 
from West Virginia to Florida to California and 
abroad. With so many options, maybe 
Provincetown wouldn’t make it in a demand- 
ing gay market. But the marriage issue is going 
to keep it there, and it’s going to do quite well. 






























EVEN THOUGH THERE ARE MORE OPTIONS, IT SEEMS 
LIKE PEOPLE WILL ALWAYS GO TO PROVINCETOWN 
FOR THE GAY-NOSTALGIA FACTOR. 

I think so. Hopefully the nature of how it 
was during the 2oth century will not be 
lost. I think a good example of it is Green- 
wich Village in New York City. Greenwich 
Village is not necessarily the gay mecca of 
New York anymore — men have moved up to 
Chelsea, and women have moved up to Park 
Slope. But as you put it very well, it still re- 
tains the nostalgia of its eclectic past and 
the city of New York markets it as such, 
which helps. 


WHAT DO YOU THINK ARE +HE MOST IMPORTANT 
THINGS THAT PEOPLE SHOULD KNOW BEFORE THEY 
HEAD TO PROVINCETOWN THIS SUMMER? WHAT AD- 
VICE WOULD YOU GIVE THEM? WHAT SHOULDN'T 
THEY MISS? 

1 would say don’t miss being mindful about 
the town’s past, and don’t miss being respect- 
ful of all the labor that goes into making the 
town a pleasant and enjoyable place for so 
many different kinds of people. And when | 
say labor, I mean the actual physical labor as 
well as the emotional and the community 
kind of labor. It’s not easy to sustain a town 
like Provincetown, and its residents work ex- 
tremely hard during the winter to try to get 
things accomplished. I think that’s the main 
thing, tobe mindful. ©

Writers and Personality 


Louis Auchincloss 

“Auchincloss is not only a major American novelist, he 
is also a major American critic.

SACRIFICING CONTENT, QUALITY, OR SOPHISTICATION IN WHAT YOU READ 


That’s not to say there aren’t certain books not 
especially suited to the chunk of time between 
Memorial and Labor Days. The Sound and the Fury 
doesn’t scream summer; nor does Gogol’s Dead 
Souls. Late May through early September prof- 
fers more distractions than do, say, February 
and March, and, as a result, time and attention 
spans are necessarily shorter. But the solution 
isn’t volumes of meaningless pap drowned in 
cliché. When time and attention spans ari 
short, read short: dip into short stories for your 
summer reading. Below you'll find a selection 
of new and recent collections that won’t numb 
your mind and will leave you plenty of time to 
stare off into the sea. 

Kelly Link has an uncanny knack for casting 
spells over her readers, for luring them into the 
dark places — the attic, the underworld, a 
realm beneath a hill. Her first collection of 
short stories, Stranger Things Happen, was pub- 
lished by Small Beer Press, a tiny independent 
publisher in Northampton founded by Link and 
Gavin J. Grant that, according to its Web site, is 
“committed to publishing short story collec- 
tions and novels by authors we feel are slipping 
through the cracks.” These stories bend and 
transcend genre as Link stirs together myth, 
mystery, horror, and fantasy. Her second collec- 
tion, MAGIC FOR BEGINNERS (Small Beer Press, 
272 pages, $24), is due out in July and promises 
the same mix of the sinister and the surreal. 
But the stories — more suggestive than they are 
descriptive — shouldn’t be pigeonholed as only 
for sci-fi and fantasy fans. Because for all Link’s 
use of fairy tale and phantasm, she roots her 
stories in the life that we know. 

The narrator in “The Faery Handbag,” for 
example, tells the story of her grandmother’s 





magic bag — a bag so black it feels like “when 
you stretch out your hand at night, to turn on 
a light, but all you feel is darkness” — which 

if opened correctly leads to a secret realm, 





and if opened incorrectly leads to a howling, 
hairless Cerberus-like dog. The story begins 
in the Garment District, in Kendall Square; 
there’s a sly reference to the Star Wars pre 
quels; and, beyond the handbag, it’s a story 
of young lost love. Fairy tales and myths may 
be timeless, but these stories are of this mo- 
ment. Link will read from Magic for Beginners on 
June 22 at 6:30 p.m. at the Harvard Book 
Store, 1256 Mass Ave, in Cambridge. 

While Link borrows from fairy tales and 
myths, Tennessee Jones borrows from the 
Boss. Bruce Springsteen released Nebraska in 
1982, an album that swerved from his foot- 
stomping rock to raw, sad, stripped-down 





acoustic songs saturated with deviants, 
lowlifes, dirt roads, and desperation. In DE- 
LIVER ME FROM NOWHERE (Soft Skull Press, 150 
pages, $12), Jones, who was born in Ap- 
palachia, takes the album and turns the 
songs into stories one by one. Jones’s stories, 
like Nebraska’s songs, are spare, melancholy, 
unrefined. You can almost hear the harmoni- 
ca wail and almost feel the bump of a truck 
speeding over a rocky dirt road. Springsteen’s 
“Nebraska,” the chilling opening track, is 
told in the voice of the infamous spree killer 
Charles Starkweather. Jones tells the story 
from the perspective of Caril Fugate, Stark- 
weather’s young girlfriend, who rides shot- 
gun as he kills his way through South Dako- 
ta, Montana, and Wyoming. 

“State Trooper” (the song from which the 








book’s title is derived), is a speeding story, an 
escaping story. The narrator “hated those 
fucking small-town boys for trying to get 
away from their lives by pretending they did- 
n’t care about them. I want to show them 
how it looks if you’re not pretending, if you 
really didn’t fucking care.” Jones’s words are 
at times more lyrical than Springsteen’s. 
“Fear is a big sword that cuts down every- 
thing in its path,” he writes. “Time ain’t no 
straight line anymore.” Jones will read from 
Deliver Me from Nowhere on August 10 at New- 
tonville Books, 296 Walnut Street, in Newton. 
In his debut collection, THE TASK OF THIS 
TRANSLATOR (Harvest, 272 pages, $13), Todd 
Hasak-Lowy attempts to walk the line where 
the personal fuses with the universal. The col- 
lection’s seven sharp and timely stories quietly 
(and not so quietly) critique American culture, 
confronting global issues through their char- 
acters’ individual breakdowns. “On the 
Grounds of the Complex Commemorating the 
Nazis’ Treatment of the Jews” features a down- 
on-his-luck journalist working the snack shop 
at Yad Vashem, the Jerusalem Holocaust muse- 
um. A stale pastry ignites a fight between the 
cashier and an American tourist that reveals 
much about American-lIsraeli relations. In the 
title story, an unqualified sluggard gets the job 
of translating between two families reuniting 
after a brutal division. And there’s some post- 
modern posturing in “The End of Larry’s Wal- 
let,” in which a wallet is misplaced against the 
background of an unfolding nuclear disaster

involving India and Pakistan. Hasak-Lowy will 
read from The Task of This Translator on July 13 at 
Newtonville Books. 

David Bezmozgis was born in Latvia and 
moved to Toronto with his parents when he 
was seven years old. He released his debut col- 
lection, NATASHA (Picador, 147 pages, $12), last 
year to huge critical acclaim and-all sorts of 
prizes and best lists. It’s just now out in paper- 
back. The interconnected stories explore one 
Latvian family’s acclimation to life in 1980s 
Toronto, But the stories in Natasha rise well 
above the émigré-fiction label; each story stands 
confidently on its own. Sixteen-year-old Mark 
Berman (through whose eyes all the stories are 
told) narrates the title story about the arrival of a 
Russian bride for his uncle, “the latest in a 
string of last chances,” and the potent, experi- 
enced 14-year-old daughter she brings with her. 
Every character in the story — from the wise- 
for-her-years Natasha to the bourgeois-philoso- 
pher pot dealer Rufus to the weak but genius 
uncle — is fully drawn, and Bezmozgis’s prose is 
clean and strong and true throughout. 

While the authors discussed above are all 
relative newcomers, the ones featured in the 
forthcoming anthology THE PARIS REVIEW 
BOOK OF PEOPLE WITH PROBLEMS (Picador, 400 
pages, $15) are firmly established. Many, as 
you'd expect in a collection drawn from the 
behemoth of literary magazines, are masters 
of the trade. The anthology includes a selec- 
tion of more than 30 years’ worth of stories 
from the Paris Review, each propelled by people 
with problems. In Rick Bass’s “The Hermit’s 
Story,” told in typical sparse and sinewy style, 
a man and woman unexpectedly find shelter 
under the surface of a frozen lake during a 
snowstorm. There’s an of-the-moment natu- 
ralness mixed with the macabre in Miranda 
July’s optimistic “Birthmark,” a rapid tale of a 
woman with and without a birthmark on her 
face. And in Charles Baxter’s “Westland,” a 
man encounters the type of girl every father 
is afraid to have. The anthology also includes 
stories by Annie Proulx, Denis Johnson, Eliza- 
beth Gilbert, Ben Okri, and Wells Tower. 

BOOKMARK NOW: WRITING IN UNREADERLY 
TIMES (Basic Books, 281 pages, $14.95) is another 
anthology. It’s not fiction, but it’s written most- 
ly by young fiction writers. According to the 
book’s cover blurb, Bookmark Now is a “collection 
of all original essays from today’s (and tomor- 
row’s) young authors on the state of the art — 
and the art of the hustle — in the age of infor- 
mation overload.” The book asks: what's the rel- 
evance of literature in this day and age? A com- 
pelling question for sure, if not always so corn- 
pellingly answered by the likes of Neal Pollack, 
Nell Freudenberger, Glen David Gold, and Tara 
Bray Smith. One of the strongest essays is “Dis- 
tractions,” by God Lives in St. Petersburg author Tom 
Bissel. He writes about his penchant for video 
games and comic books, mixing discussions of 
Frogger, the X-Men, and Space Invaders with argu- 

ments about how all the distractions these days 
“are creating a culture literally afraid of interior- 
ity.” Some of these essays tend toward the arch, 
but their thought-provoking subject emphasizes 
the timeless importance of storytelling. ©

It’s clear by the end of this book, which 

recounts a real-life cross-country pilgrim- 
age to see where famous and less-so musicians 
met their demise, that Spin magazine writer 
Klosterman is a little worried he’ll be com- 
pared with Nick Hornby (for hyper-referential 
pop-culture themes and a tendency to use mu- 
sic for relationship metaphors) or Elizabeth 
Wurtzel (for hyper-referential pop-culture 
themes and a tendency to note which CD 


you're using to snort coke), But Killing Yourself To 
Live is better compared with gonzo chef Antho- 
ny Bourdain’s A Cook's Tour: just as the all-gour- 
met, no-bullshit Bourdain can make such 
dishes as pig’s cheeks and grilled ox heart seem 
almost palatable, so too can Klosterman con- 
vincingly argue for enjoying Rod Stewart, 
KISS, and the Olive Garden. A Midwest native, 
he treats his late subjects — which include Du- 
ane Allman and Sid Vicious — often with hu- 
mor or exasperation, but no hipster snobbery. 
After visiting the site of the Station nightclub 
fire, in West Warwick, Rhode Island, where so 
many died at a Great White concert, Kloster- 
man writes that “what makes the Creat White 
tragedy sadder than it logically was [is that] 
one can safely assume none of the 100 people 
who died at the Station that night were trying 
to be cool by watching Great White play 20- 
year-old songs.... I honestly believe that peo- 
ple of my generation despise authenticity, 
mostly because they’re all so envious of it.” 

As Klosterman logs the 6000-plus miles — 
with many digressions and side trips — from 
New York’s Chelsea Hotel to the former site of 
Seattle’s most notorious greenhouse, fans of 
his Fargo Rock City (2002) and Sex, Drugs, and Cocoa 
Puffs (2004) will be familiar with the self-depre- 
cating humor and the rat-a-tat movie and mu- 
sic references. But Killing YourselfTo Live is neces- 
sarily darker than his first two books, as he 
ponders not only “why the greatest career move 
any musician can make is to stop breathing,” 
but why it is that love, death, and rock and roll 
can sometimes feel like exactly the same thing. 


Having whetted readers’ appetites with 

the short, sweet novel Balzac and the Little

For a couple who get into screaming matches 
over how many breasts make up a bosom, it 
should have been a death sentence — but 
within days of parachuting into a toxic waste- 
land, the royals have fended off a biker gang, 
svolen a piece of art, and gotten day jobs. And 
as Freddy and Fredericka make their way 
across the States, “the ordinary frictions of 








the world” begin to polish away their old 
selves — though, delightfully, not entirely. 
When considering the vast possibilities their 
trip has opened up, Fredericka muses, “We 
could buy an estate in Virginia or on the other 
side, on the coast of ... what’s that big state 
that looks like a banana?

family’s overwhelming grief. 

As creator/curator of Found magazine, 
Rothbart has scoured the country for the bits 
of paper we leave behind — love letters, shop- 
ping lists, miscellaneous scrawls — which he 
then publishes. “They’re essentially objects 
that give a glimpse of others’ lives,” Rothbart 
has said of the notes, “a sense of their experi- 
ences or an idea of what goes on in their 
minds and hearts.” That fascination with 
strangers comes through powerfully in The 
Lone Surfer, whose characters appear, act, and 
disappear in the space of a few pages. They are 
not so much met as felt. In “How I Got Here,” 
two simple essays by a prison inmate stand in 
for the story of his life. “Lie Big” is little more 
than a string of epic tall tales that ends with 
one small but blazing truth: outrage at a 
friend’s betrayal. And a number of the stories 
involve physical attractions whose details are 
largely hidden, although their collective 
theme is the same. Rothbart’s strangers seem 
to tell us that, in a world where to remain still 
is to stagnate, love can never work here, It can 
work only in some future, better place, down 
the road — somewhere, as travelers know, that is 
anywhere but here. ©

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The man who makes ft

hey seek him like a guru, a sage. Ven- 

turing far afield into an urban out- 

land, they trek through jungles of im- 

posing warehouses and exhaust- 

belching semi trucks to find him. His 
presence in this distant, smoky redoubt is nev- 
er guaranteed, so his followers keep each other 
informed of his comings and goings as best 
they can on Internet message boards. 

“Where is Speed?” 

“I spotted him. He was there.” 

And they come, to this out-of-the-way in- 
dustrial park on the far end of Mass Ave. 
Truck drivers. Office workers. Laborers. Busi- 
nessmen. Politicians. And they stand in line, 
sometimes for half an hour, to pay for a tran- 
scendent five-minute fix. 

Speed serves hot dogs. But that’s a paltry 
description. A better one is emblazoned on the 
side of his van with P.T. Barnum bombast: 


“BOSTON SPEED’S” 
FAMOUS 
HOT DOG WAGON 
SINCE 1975 

SERVING BOSTON’S 
MOST EXCITING HOT DOG 
IN NEW MARKET SQUARE 

BOSTON, MA 


On this Wednesday afternoon, the crowd 
waiting patiently in line is a hungry cross- 
section of the city. Martha, Wendy, and 
Cindy are office workers from nearby. 

“It’s my first time!” says Cindy. “I’m so 
excited.” 

“It’s the most exciting hot dog,” says 
Wendy. “Really.” 

“It speaks to you!” says Martha. “It says, 
‘Come and eat me!’” 

Audrey McDonald is a suburban retiree 
who’s been coming for years. She hadn’t seen 
Speed lately, though, and was afraid he might 
be gone for good. (He comes out only on fair- 
weather Wednesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays, 
from 11:30 am or so, until the dogs are deplet- 
ed or the line peters out.) She’s relieved, she 
says, and “salivating.” 

Twentysomething Paul, who harids mea 
self-made business card that identifies him 
as a “Hot Dog Consultant,” takes photos of 
Speed to post online at his “dog blog” (www 
.roundonline.com/dogblog). He hasn’t been 
here in more than a year — he used to make the 
hour-and-a-half journey from Central Square 
for lunch — and the anticipation is killing him. 

Inside the van, orange flames leap from 
the grill as the dogs — gargantuan dogs, eight 
inches long and a half-pound in weight — are 
wreathed in white steam. The air is heavy 
with the sharp summer odor of burning char- 
coal, commingling with spicy-sweet aromat- 
ics. Standing in the billowing, eye-stinging 
smoke is Speed himself. 

His nickname is a misnomer. Speed is slow 
and deliberate, retrieving those big dogs from 
the propane grills where they've been mari- 
nating in mystery liquid in aluminum tubs, 
gaining flavor and maintaining moisture. He 
transfers them delicately to the glowing char- 
coal grill, where he brushes them with more 
marinade as he turns them gently on the hot 
briquettes. The buns — big buns, fresh and 
doughy — are toasted there, too. 

When they’re done cooking, Larry, 
Speed’s new right-hand man, applies the 
condiments of your choosing. Get them ail. 
There are diced onions. Kosher chili without 


beans. A tart blend of seven different kinds of 2 


mustard, whose precise proportions were es- 
tablished by Speed after hours of painstaking 
trial and error and will never be divulged. A 
sweet chutney, aged to pungent perfection. 
And Speed’s Special Sauce, whose ingredients 
are a mystery, and will remain so. There 
seems to be ketchup involved, but it doesn’t 
preponderate. Barbecue sauce too, perhaps. 
Was that a morsel of pineapple? There have 
even been apocryphal stories about the pres- 
ence of grape jelly. Whatever it is, it works. 
Drizzled with Speed’s sauce and swaddled in 
wax paper, your dog is ready to eat. 

You'll need two hands. One gaping mouth. 
And many, many napkins. Once those prereq- 


uisites are secured, ready yourself for the first 
bite. Piping hot and steaming profusely, the 
dog explodes with flavor: sweet ... savory... 
succulent ... smoky ... spicy. Sublime. Pre- 
pare to eat in silence. That’s partly because 
your mouth is full, but mostly it’s the sheer 
sensory overload: words escape. 


HOT DOG, NEW TRICKS 
Ezra Anderson, a/k/a Speed, will be 85 on New 
Year’s Eve. His milky blue eyes, deep set ina 
craggy but smooth nut-brown face, evince a 
quiet, friendly intensity. He puts a plain, navy- 
blue cap over his cottony white hair, and wears 
white gloves and a light-blue lab coat embroi- 
dered with the words BosTON sPpEED. He speaks in 
a dulcet voice, soft but strong, with the tinge of 
a slightly melodious Mid-Atlantic accent. 
It all began, he says, in the 1940s, appren- 

icing to the African-American cooks on the 
cross-country trains where he worked with 
the Pullman service. “To Seattle. To San Fran- 
cisco, To Chicago. To St. Louis. All over.” It 
was in those luxury cars, Speed says, that he 
came into contact with “the elite of the world. 
All of a sudden, one day, there they are. You 
can reach out and touch them.” 

One day, he met a president. “I jumped in 
the first car. A big white dude grabbed me: ‘Boy, 
where you going?’ I said, ‘I’m getting on the 
train!’ He says, ‘Well, get on up there, then!’ 
Well, I get in there, and who do you think is 
there? The president of the United States! Roo- 
sevelt. Exactly like that caricature: the cocky 
chin with the looong cigarette, like that. That’s 
the way he looked. I almost had a fit!” 

Speed came to Boston from Richmond, 
Virginia, in 1955, when his wife took a teach- 
ing job at Wellesley. (They’ll celebrate their 
5oth anniversary this December.) He got a job 
running the concessions stand at the Elma 
Lewis Playhouse-in-the-Park, in Roxbury. By 
night, all night, he spun jazz records by the 
likes of Johnny “Hammond” Smith and Erroll 
Garner on WEZE and — in the time slot fol- 
lowing talk-radio legend Jerry Williams — on 
WMEX. “At the first edition of the Newport 
Jazz Festival, I met quite a number of [jazz 
legends},” he says. “I'll never forget the night 
when we were broadcasting and Harry James 
came down and asked, ‘Could I be on your 
program?’ It was so flattering to have a giant 
ask that.”

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this hot dog,” he says. “And I’ve had some very, 
very big people come out here to eat. I don’t 
know who they were, but I could see the kind 
of cars they'd drive.” 

These days, Speed is getting on in years. 
And the past several years have seen some 
tribulation. In 2003, the trailer he’d used for 
two decades, hauling it into Boston from his 
home in Framingham, caught fire and was de 
stroyed. It looked like that would be the end of 
Speed’s dogs — until a check arrived. It was 
sent anonymously. And it was for more than 
$20,000. Someone really liked those hot dogs. 

“I don’t know who it was,” says Speed, who 
bought a bigger van and a generator. “I never 
asked, y’know? Because like the old folks say, 
you don’t look a gift horse in the mouth.” 

Even with the new equipment, he was 
thinking hard about retiring after last sum- 
mer. But then there he was again this April. 

“Sometimes you get in a mood, and then 
something happens to make you change your 
mind,” he explains. “Now, I find myself com 
ing out only weather permitting. I can’t take it 
like I used to, y’see.” All the same, he says, 
he’s got to stay active. “Don’t hang it up. Be- 
cause if you do, that'll be the end of you.” 

Larry, a broad-smiling bear of a man who 
says Speed calls him an “adopted son,” met 
Speed not long ago in a Bible study group at 
Greater Framingham Community Church. 

“This gentleman came in and lent me a 
helping hand,” says Speed of the man who 
could very well uphold his legacy. “I believe that 
he’s somebody who could take the wagon and 
do his thing. It’s pleasing to see that someone 
can handle the customers and keep the soul 
and the flavor of what you've established.” 

But for now, Speed is still firing up the grills. 

Outside the van, a fat guy, condiments 
dripping from his dog, leans over to give Speed 
his thumbs-up. “Big guy. Best dogs in town.” 

They are the best dogs in town. And Speed 
knows it. But he has a confession. 

“Believe it or not, I’ve never eaten one.” 

What!? 

“Now, let me explain. I never have the occa- 
sion to eat one; the only thing I've ever eaten is 
a piece of one.” Even that, he says, is strictly to 
ensure the fitness of his product. “To give me 
the consistency, the quality, the taste.” 

Still, how can someone cook hot dogs — 
huge and tasty hot dogs — for 30 years, yet

In 1975, after giving up his radio show, Speed 
set up shop serving hot dogs in Newmarket 
Square, where he’s been ever since. A softball 
league played across the street, and he figured 
it would make for a decent-size customer base. 
At first, he cooked steaks, burgers, and chick- 
en, too. But he soon decided to concentrate 
solely on his stock in trade. Little did he know 
that soon people would be arriving from afar, 
descending in droves, to taste his wares. 

“I got people coming from all over to sample 


never allow himself to eat one? 

“You work around the food all day, you’re 
not in the mood for it. To sit down and have a 
whole hot dog made up, for me to eat it, from 
beginning to the end? No. Never.” Speed 
pauses, with a wry grin. “But one of these 
days I’m gonna treat myself toone.” ©

Victoria’s Diner 


Plentiful food, and cheap 





WHERE'S THE GLOOPY GRAVY? Comfort food is what youll 


Launched in 1950, the Victorian Diner was 
not Victorian at all, but rather Georgian, as 
in George VI. Jay Hajj, of Mike’s City Diner, 
took it over and redid it last year, which 
ought to make it Elizabethan. But in fact it is 
now named after Hajj’s daughter and called 
Victoria’s Diner, with a Georgian Room in 
the back. The theme is neo-diner, with 
formica tables and period-looking 
upholstery, copper hoods and walls where 
actual diners had stainless steel, and a solid 
oldies soundtrack. When it reopened, there 
was some buzz that it would be like a bistro 
at night. The bistro theme apparently didn’t 
fly, however, as the only (and rather good) 
entrée we could find that sounded bistro was 
the “mesclun steak salad,” and late hours 
have been cut back. Even so, Victoria’s adds 
to the dining-out-in-early-evening spectrum 
the classic diner virtues: plentiful food 
cheap, good coffee, sweet pie, breakfast all 
day, and gloopy gravy as needed. 

Unlike classic diners, the menu actually 
lists appetizers, such as “Victoria’s Pu-Pu 
Platter” ($5.95). Wonder what real Victorians 
would have made of that? It consists of fried 
mozzarella sticks ($4.95 4 la carte), Buffalo 
wings ($4.95), and potato skins ($4.95). Each 
has a dip: marinara sauce, blue-cheese 
dressing, and sour cream, respectively. All 
these items are standard and probably out of 
the freezer, but decent enough. The potato 
skins — shells covered with cheese and 
chopped bacon — probably get the nod. 

There are also soups — classic diner fare. 
The chili ($2.75/cup; $3.75/bowl) is good and 
meaty but sweet, in the Boston way, witha 
lot of tomato and some evident green 
pepper. The chowder ($2.75/$4.25) is a thick 
stew of potatoes, although you can find 
some clam favor in there. Think of it as 
chowder made by a kitchen that puts out a 
lot of gloopy gravy. 

Okay, so how do you order this gloopy 
gravy? Well, you could wait for one of the 


specials on turkey meatloaf ($8.95), highly 
comforting, reasonably meaty, and covered 
with enough white gravy to make an Ohioan 
smile. The broccoli with mine was suitably 
overdone, but the mashed potatoes had the 
telltale roasted-milk flavor of the powdered 
kind. Regular meatloa?($8.95) will get you 
gloopy gravy and the same potatoes, and so 
will the turkey dinner ($9.95), for which I 
had high hopes because roast turkey was 
always a feature at Mike’s. However, this 
time I found the breast meat brined and 
juicy, but cut too thin and perhaps too long 
before plate time. The stuffing was overly 
herbed and the potatoes and gloopy gravy 
were what they were; the best part was the 
smashed squash. 

Diners and luncheonettes have always 
had an undercurrent of suppressed 
ethnicity, usually Greek- or Arab-American. 
It’s fun to think of Ralph Nader’s public 
citizenship beginning as he listened to the 
men talk in his father’s Connecticut 
luncheonette. At Victoria’s, one could 
ponder that over a chicken kebab ($8.95), 
very good chunks of chicken with a taste of 
the fire over bland pilaf. It’s served with a 
large green salad beforehand (including one 
green pepper with a hint of mold that the 
kitchen should have discarded). 

The mesclun steak salad ($9.95) also 
turns out to be more ethnic than bistro. 
First of all, the steak, which is actually 


cooked to order, is highly marinated sirloin. 


The salad — field greens — also includes 
some feta cheese and a topping of shredded 
potato chips. 

You may in fact prefer a sandwich, as the 
Reuben ($6.50) gets everything right but the 
grilling — excellent corned beef, good 
balance with the sauerkraut and Russian 
dressing. It even comes with respectable 
French fries, dry-fried with some skin on. 
The mushroom burger ($5.95) is quite large 
and tasty and served with lettuce, tomato, 


and mayonnaise on the side, as well as a few 
sautéed mushrooms. The grilled onion 
burger ($5.95) has more onions than the 
mushroom burger has mushrooms. 

And there are always breakfast dishes like 
pancakes, eggs, and my choice, corned-beef 
hash ($5.95). This is very good, somewhat 
salty hash with mostly meat and a few 
potatoes and onions, topped with two eggs 
and sides of hash-brown potatoes (made 
from red bliss — wise decision), and choice of 
toast. Hey, it’s only a few blocks to Boston 
Medical Center. 

Victoria’s Diner has good coffee, stale but 
brewed iced tea, and even wine by the glass. 
The most expensive glass is merlot for $5.95, 
and it actually has a little structure. The 
zinfandel ($4.95) is as soft and warm as you 
might expect at the price, although there is a 
hint of the brambly zinfandel nose. 

Desserts are cheap and good in their 
style. The old standby, grapenut pudding 
($2.75), is a sweet custard with the 
eponymous cereal making a layer of 
contrast. Bread pudding ($2.75) is also quite 
sweet and simple, but good with coffee. A 
slice of blueberry pie ($3.25) is true diner pie 
of the 1950s, with a surprisingly flaky crust, 
a surprisingly sweet filling that does taste 
like blueberries, and lots of ordinary vanilla 
ice cream plopped on top. The microwave 
gives you a hot pie without heating the 
plate, and that’s fine. 

Service on four visits was always friendly 
and helpful, whether at the counter or the 
booths. If memory serves, the old Victorian 
Diner had those mini-jukeboxes in each 
booth, but by the time I got there, they 
didn’t work. I guess they aren’t made 
anymore, but the oldies background music at 
Victoria’s is exactly what you would invest 
your quarter to hear if you could. 

The location in Newmarket Square has 
served the warehouse district for 50 years, 
and ought to be even better at the back door to 
the Bayside shopping mall. There weren’t big 
crowds on my visits, but they were the right 
mix: uniformed police and EMTs, blue-collar 
men and couples, a table of women enjoying 
“girls’ night out.” I think later hours could 
eventually attract a younger crowd like the 
South Street Diner’s. And at these prices, 
there ought to be more families. ©
